THE CHAIRMAN: We have with us 
this morning in the openings of our sittings at 
Ottawa representatives of the Canadian Library 
Association, Miss Shepard, Miss Hardie, Dr. Blackburn 
and Mr. Currie. We welcome you. We have read 
your brief and we would be glad if you would 
touch on the high points and then we will discuss 


it with you if you like. 
SUBMISSION OF CANADIAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


MISS SHEPARD: I am here as President 


of the Association. I don't feel that I should 


speak to the brief. They were prepared by Miss Hardi 


Mr. Currie and I would prefer that they spoke 
to their own briefs. 

THE CHAIRMAN: If you would, 
I don't know how you wish to deal with it but 
whoever wishes to speak if you would do so. 

MISS HARDIE: You suggested you would 
like something about the highlights of the brief. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MISS HARDIE: L. COL en summarize 
the brief very briefly. What this brief is, is a 
general statement about some aspects of Canadian 
publishing which are of concern to all of the 


sections of the Canadian Library Association. I 


and 
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think everybody has seen a growing interest in 
Canadian books and we emphasize that we would 
welcome fast and accurate information on Canadian 
publications to help libraries serve the 
community and we would welcome more knowledge in 
the form of book reviews and so on, information. 
We recognize the problems in under- 
taking indigenous publications throughout the 
country and we endorse the concept of access 
devoted to capital financing. We suggest, however, 
that Canadian libraries should not be restricted 
in access to non-Canadian material. These 
materials are equally essential if libraries are 
to meet the needs of the community and to serve 
the purpose of libraries and educational institutions 
We have not included in this brief 
statistical information and we recognize that 
there is a need for more, both in connection with 
the publishing industry and in connection with 
libraries. Some statistics have been collected 
by the university libraries and are being made 
available to this Commission. Our information 
about them is that we Support them. Fortunately 
these libraries have embarked on the gathering 
of many of these statistics before the appointment 
of the Commission, The experience of the members 
of the Committee of our CLA Committee leads 
us to believe that further studies would support 
all of the statements we have made but we would 


welcome more studies on the whole matter of proper 
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1 statistical information relating to libraries 

2 and publications in Canada. 

3 THE CHAIRMAN; Is there anyone 

4 else in your group who wishes to speak at this 

5 time? 

6 DR. JEANNERET: On page e you 

7 recommend aid of the kind that has been provided 
8 by the Canada Council and suggest that the 

9 Province of Ontario Council of the Arts might give 
10 Similar aid to appropriate projects. Will you 

11 agree that provincial assistance of this kind 

12 should be paralleled by similar provincial 

13 assistance in other provinces? The point is 

14 that perhaps you can make a firm recommendation 
15 on this more appropriately even than we can 

16 ourselves. You are a national body; we are 

17 merely a provincial body. What have you to say 
18 about this? 

19 MISS HARDIE: yes, .L.think,our 
20 emphasis should be on provincial and the reason 
21 we are suggesting it to you is that you are 

22 an Ontario Commission. 

23 DR, JEANNERET: Yes, but the Canada 


Council is a national body and it is a national 
issue that we are dealing with here. Authors 
are national. 

MISS HARDIE: Possibly there might 
be items of more local concern that Ontario, 
for instance, might be more appropriate than even 


a national body. 
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DR. JEANNERET: I would like to ask 
you, on page 3 where you are commenting on this 
highly controversial topic to the effect 
that libraries should be free to acquire material 
they need from whatever sources can most 
efficiently and economically provide it, would 
you favour purchasing from, say, Toronto agents, 
through an agent or otherwise for that matter, 
if the book is Known to be on the shelves there 
rather than import it from abroad? Do you 
think it is sensible to import it from abroad 
if it is known to be on the shelf in Toronto? 

MISS HARDIE: I think that 
most libraries, there are two aspects to this. 
One is the availability which is most important 
and tied up with the service one would expect 
and the other is cost. 

DR. JEANNERET: Assuming a 
ressonably competitive cost, could you defend 
ordering it from abroad if it was known to be 
on the shelf in Toronto? 

MISS HARDIE: I think a 
reasonably competitive cost library would be 
glad to have access to materials that were 
available easily and readily. The question is, 
how to find out if they are. 

DR. JEANNERET: But if it were 
known to be on the shelf in Toronto and it were 
available at a reasonably competitive cost, would 


you favour its being purchased from Toronto or 
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being imported under certain circumstances? 

MISS HARDIE: I think we come 
back to the question of how easy it is to get 
the material. If it is easy to get it in Toronto 
I think local libraries would certainly buy it 
in Toronto but if it is available in Toronto 
I don't know whether that makes it that easily 
available to the rest of the country. 

DR. JEANNERET: In this 
connection do you speak -- what is your relation 
to the Ontario Library Association? 

MISS HARDIE: There is no formal 
connection between the two bodies. 

DR. JEANNERET: We have had 
recommendations from them on the topic that we 
are talking about, as you know, and they are not en- 
tirely consistent:with what you have just said. 
There is no need for them to be, I take it? 

MISS HARDIE: There is no formal 
Connectron, ao i Say, No: 

DR. JEANNERET: Would you c@re 
to comment briefly on the impact and significance 
of the new Quebec legislation and regulations? 

MISS HARDIE: I am not sure 
that I am entirely familiar with it. 

DR. JEANNERET: It is 
probably the most unfortunate regulation 
on this topic that has ever been issued. 

MISS HARDIE: I have seen 
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Specific information I have. From that I would 
say that I think this kind of legislation would 
lend to hampering the ability of libraries to 
obtain materials as they need them, 

DR. JEANNERET;: Would you 
care to comment on those regulations to us in a 
letter? 

MISSHARDIE: We could, yes. 


DR. JEANNERET: I think we 


would ask you to please. That will be a confidential 


statement if you so request. 

MISS HARDIE; When would 
you need this? 

DR. JEANNERET: At your 
convenience. 

THE CHAIRMAN: In the next few 
days, at your convenience, 

DR. JEANNERET: You refer on page 
3 to the appendix to the Economic Council of 
Canada's Report on Intellectual and Industrial 
Property where it gives comparative figures for 
purchasing United Kingdom publications through 
an English source and through a Canadian agent. 
Do you remembers that? 

MISS HARDIF: Yes. 

DR. JEANNERET: Do you believe 
those figures to be -- and I am not suggesting 
by this question that they are not -- do you 
believe them to be a substantially accurate 


comparative record of costs of books to librarians 
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in this country? 

MISS HARDIE: - Yes, I do. 

DR. JEANNERET: It is a very 
important question because this has been requested, 
the suggestion has been made that those were list 
price comparisons, I believe? 

MISS HARDIE: Well, without 
going into a detailed analysis of it, this struck 
me as being very logical and I have had a great 
deal of experience with buying books. 

DR. JEANNERET: They are net 
prices. On page 3, your final paragraph you say: 
; Failure to support Canadian 
agents for reasons of either cost 
or lack of efficiency does’ not 
mean failure to support Canadian 
publishing. Many Canadian agents, 
with lengthy agency lists have 
made little or no contribution to 
Canadian publishing." 

And this is ever so true but do you feel you have 
any obligation to support a Canadian agent who is 
making a substantial contribution to Canadian 
book publishing? 

MISS HARDIE: I suppose it 
would certainly be easier to because you ntent 
feel -- 

DR. JEANNERET: I really asked 
if you felt that there was any obligation to. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Or there should be 
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any obligation? 

DR. BLACKBURN: I wonder if 
I might comment on that? There is, so far as 
we can see, very little evidence of a direct 
relationship between the proceeds of agency work 
and the publishing of Canadian material and the 
more some of us have gone into it, the less 
obligation we feel to support any part of the 
agency system. We feel that supporting Canadian 
publishing through supporting an agency system is 
a very indirect and inefficient means of supporting 
Canadian publishing. We would prefer to see 
a more direct kind of aid to Canadian publishing. 

DR. JEANNERET: It does follow, 
though, that some kind of aid may be necessary 
because if you have a marginal situation of a 
Canadian publisher who is making a substantial 
contribution to Canadian publishing and who does 
depend to some significant extent on his agency 
business, then if you deprive him of the agency 
business you pretty well guarantee his bankruptcy, 
or his inability to publish Canadian books. 

DR. BLACKBURN: I would be 
happier to agree to that if I had more direct 
evidence that in fact there is a relationship 
between agency work and publishing. It seems 
that there may be. 

DR. JEANNERET: They both involve 
money? 


DR. BLACKBURN: Yes. 
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1 DR. JEANNERET: I have no further 
2 questions. IT am not trying to make a point, I 

3 am really trying to find out your views on those 

4 issues because there are two sides to the question, 
5 there is no doubt about that. 

6 MR. CAMP: Miss Hardie, when

8 are anxious that Canadian libraries not be denied 
9 access to non-Canadian materials, is this within

I 
refer to the possible sophistication of the Canadian 
book industry to the level of the United States 
book industry whereby it can enter the field of 
issuing low-cost editions for distribution abroad 
in developing countries. Would you take the 
position that the return of those into this country 
should be permissible?

THE CHAIRMAN: Can we carry on? 
It is just an extension, the second part. 

With regard to the second brief, 
to what extent does the Canadian Librayy Association, 
in fact, publish, what are the titles that you go 
into? soYou have made certain references in the 
second brief to the publication activities but there 
is not any sort of approaches to the extent of 
this publishing in this brief. is this golng to 
help us? 

MR. CURRIE; I am sending up, 
Bir, a Copy Of our extant list. 

THE CHAIRMAN: L see. 

CURRIE: If I may say so, 
Siz, this is a product of our miscellaneous

THE CHAIRMAN: I take it, then, 
that the operation of your Association apart from 
its regular Association activities, where does 
the budget come from in relation to these 


and one sales publication called the Canadian 
publications in support of those? 
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MR. CURRIE: As far as possible, 
sir, we try to recover from our sales but we do 
produce material which we know will be sold at a 
loss. So far as we can, we attempt to cover in 
the product section, as it were -- and I say that 
advisedly -- our annual revenue we try to cover 
our expenditures in a given year but we have 
never yet in any given year made a profit and last 
year's loss was of the order of -- I wonder if I 
might go to my accounts -- last year's loss was 
$4,518.29 and that is our lowest loss so far. 

The year before our loss was $19,000 and about 
$27,000 the year before that. 

DR. JEANNERET: Including the 
Journal? 

MR, CURRIE: No, not including 
the Journal. The Journal makes a loss but that 


is, in fact, borne from our membership fees. 


MR. CAMP; Did you publish less 
last year? 

MR. CURRIE: Sir, we had to make 
some retrenchment last year. We found that we 
were losing So much money -- and I think my text 


will support this -- that we couldn't run into 
other editions of necessary works. 

THE CHAIRMAN: In the last page of 
this particular brief you mention the Canada Council. 
I take it from that last paragraph that what you 
are Suggesting is that there could be another method 


or a better method of making money available for the 
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type of publication in which you are interested, 
is this what you are saying? 

MR. CURRIE: I would prefer not 
to be specific because I would not like it to 
be thought that institutions generally -- and 
we are attempting to suggest the position of 
institutions generally -=- we don't know what 
institutions generally would like to see done. 

Our own Association would like to see two possible 
means of financing, one, the availability of low 
interest capital so that we can embark on publishing 
for which we have not capital ourselves and 

in the area of publications which we know can never 
make a profit but which we believe useful to» 

the community we would like to think that there is 
some means of direct subsidy. That is our own 
position. 

MR. CAMP: Do I understand, 
though, that in your publishing program you do 
have an advance more or less guaranteed sale 
for these works, do you, that is by your membership 
for example? 

MR. CURRIE: That is not 
aecurateyntone include all.theyeavenues: For 
example, the total I have quoted, I think, on 
the second page of our brief, public library 
standards, would not sell in university libraries. 
This would be, strictly for public libraries and 
rather for the trustees of the libraries who are

4 first requirement, Mr. Camp, if I read the brief 
5 correctly -- and excuse the expression -- is 

6 for working capital which we have heard about

26 MR. CURRIF: We have had some 
27 degree of assistance from the Canada Council with 
28 particular publications. We had $4,500 in 

29 assistance for aheéox on audio-visual methods and 


- 20 organization. rt is called Non-Book Materials and 
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the grant was directly to the author and we 
were advised at the time of this grant that a 
publishing subsidy could be made only to authors 
and not to organizations. We took that as 
being a generally persuasive statement. 

DR. JEANNERET: Sometimes these 
grants to authors can be made to defer the costs 
of publication, of course, with an interesting 
result? 

MR. CURRIE: Yes. This was 
not the case in this instance, sir. The grant 
was for travel and for a certain amount of office 
aid. It came, in fact, nowhere near the 
expenditure that the principal and two subordinate 
authors made. The production costs of éhe pre- 
Lininary; that: isi-dnvedition yctreulated for 
comment, were around $20,000. 

THE CHAIRMAN: This is the 
publication which you indicated loses $1.50 on 
each copy that is sold in the United States? 

MR. (CURRIES) Thatetisslthesir. 

THE CHAIRMAN: On that basés 
why do you sell it in the United States? 

MR. CURRIE: It sold in the 
United States -- perhaps I could be more specific. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, if you 
would. 

MR. CURRIE: The Association 
suffered a net loss of $1.50. I meant that we 


had a marketing loss specifically. Our marketing 
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price in Canada is $3.50. When we sell in the 
United States we sell in bulk to the American 
Library Association at $2 per copy. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What position does 
thathiputeyourdngsin fact, ini relation.toneach 
copy? 

MR. CURRIE: We have not yet 
a revenue statement because our newly negotiated 
agreement with the American Library Association 
has only so far resulted in our agreeing to mail 
dispatch of orders. This is an agreement which 
relates to the second impression of the preliminary 
edition and we don't get to know our own position. 
The American Library Association, however, has 
stated that it is not going to make a cent in 
profit and that this will only cover its overheads 
and distribution. This arrangement was reached 
because of customs difficulties with the United 
States and the undertaking of the American Library 
Association that it would look after customs, 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is the 
customs difficulty, please? 

MR. CURRIF: The customs 
aiftiiculty is total. rejection at point of entry aften 

53,000: Copies. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I didn't quite 
hear all you said? 

MR. CURRIE: Alter: 3,000, copies; 
after a total of 3,000 copies-had been sent to 


the United States further copies were returned to us 
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as distributors. Now, I don't know the problem 
there but the United States importing authorities 
appear to be adamant that 3,000 copies only of 
this particular class of work may be imported. That 
is through ordinary direct distribution machinery. 
If we use an American agent as distributor, then 
this problem is avoided and we have just passed 
5,000 copies to the American Library Association. 

DR. JEANNERET: Did you include 
@ universal copyright notice in it?

I know that we have copyright in Canada and in the 
United States.

printer. Or, since I am not a man to mince 
words, it might go like this: A Canadian book 
is a book printed in Canada by a Canadian printer. 

THE CHAIRMAN: If you were 
a member of the public, what would your definition 
be? 

MR. MACKLEM: It would depend 
Onawhatspart of the public [I belonged to. 1 
think there is a real danger that the concern now 
felt by the public for Canadian publishing may be 
captured by local printers. If this happens, we 
may wake up and find that all our efforts have 
done little for Canadian publishers and still less 
for Canadian writers and artists. For make no 
mistake: there is a big difference between 
increased sales of Canadian fiction, poetry, history, 
biography and children's books and increased sales o 
Canadian print. 

I have nothing against Canadian 
printers and I understand their desire to increase 
their sales and profits. But my first concern is 
for the Canadian writers and artists whose 
interests I serve. I have already spoken of the 
problem of costs in the Canadian publishing industry. 
My opinion is that no Canadian publisher is 
doing his job if he does not explore all possible 
ways of improving his product and reducing his costs 
at the same time. 
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Canada, though few Canadian printers are really 
equipped to handle book production and there are 
many jobs that simply cannot be done efficiently 
in Canada. Examples that come to mind are the 
Karsh portfolio, published several years ago 

by the University of Toronto Press and printed 
in the Netherlands and Alan Suddon's Cinderella, 
published in 1969 by my own firm and printed in 
England. 

The problem is not entirely a 
problem of quality. There is also a problem of 
costs. Canadian print is typically expensive. 
Colour work done in the Far East, for example, 
costs about 65 per cent less than in Canada, even 
allowing for duty and freight. Typesetting 
costs about 35 per cent less. Prices in England, 
in Ireland and on the Continent are also favourable, 
depending on the kind of work to be done and the 
Size» of the print run. This means that if a 
given piece of colour work, say, is quoted at 
$10,000 in Canada, the same work can be done offshore 
usually to a higher standard, for as little as 
$3,500. 

Let me make it clear that this is 
not just a matter of profit and less. You will 
probably make a loss anyway. The question is how 
much? Next year we are planning to publish a 
book on Thomas Davies, the first painter of the 
Canadian landscape. The book will contain re- 


productions of all of Davies! Canadian paintings. 
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If we can have this book printed abroad without 
prejudice, we will go ahead with the project. If 
we are required to print it in Canada we will scrap 
it. 

In my opinion it is most 
important that programs intended to encourage the 
publication and sale of Canadian books should not 
be limited in their application to books manufactured 
in Canada. If they are so limited they will defeat 
their own purpose. They will reduce the number of 
Canadian titles published each year and make the 
work of Canadian publishers more and not less 
diiti cul ti: 

If we have been more successful 
in making ends meet than most Canadian publishers 
it has been for two reasons: Because we have taken 
to the road and shown our books to buyers in every 
part of Canada and because we have consistently 
pursued a policy of buying print wherever we could 
get the highest quality at the lowest price. 

That is why I urge the Commission 
to do whatever it can to increase the capacity of 


Canadian buyers to buy Canadian books, regardless 


of where the paper comes fram or the ink. We 
want Canadians to speak to other Canadians -- with 
the tongues of angels if possible -- and nothing 


else should matter. 
MRi\.CAMP: seWell; "I ‘can't, 
Mr. Macklem, go back and quote the revised brief 


to you but I made a couple of notes in passing so 
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if I misquote you or misinterpret you, you can 
straighten me out. 

You mentioned the matter of 
McClelland & Stewart and the Commission's acceptance 
of a principle. That might be argumentative but 
let us pass on from that. You mentioned some of 
the publishing firms such gs your own, 

Anansi and New Press. Is it one of the reasons 
Chav you are in less. strait circumstances, 

even though you mentioned similar circumstances 
than some of the others was better management? 

The question that I wanted to get your judgment 
and opinion on is: If the Commission were to 
recommend the policy of assistance such as that 
in the matter of McClelland & Stewart, what do 
you Suggest the criteria should be, that is 

to say,all publishing houses now to our Knowledge 
that are Canadian to one degree or another say 
they require assistance. Should it be an absolute 
right of any Canadian publisher to be assisted? 

MR. MACKLEM: Certainly not, it 
is a PFivile ge, Tot ao rien. 

MR. CAMP: How do you determine, 
though, who gets the privilege? I am asking you 
because there has been some criteria suggested 
and I would be interested in yours. 

MR, MACKLEM: Well, the criterion 
that I would use would be past performance. What 
other criterion could possibly be used? 


MR. CAMP: Well, I would suggest 
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1| one to you. The criterion could be the quality of 
2 its management, which you mentioned yourself? 
4 MR. MACKLEM; I assume that the 
‘ quality of its performance and the quality of 
8 its management would be two criteria very closely 
S related to one another Since presumably the 
7 quality of the management would show itself in 
8 the quality of performance very quickly or perhaps 
9 you are making a distinction, sir, -- perhaps you 
10 assume that an aesthetic performance and I 
11 would agree with you. To me the problem is 
12 a means and reeds. and I think this should be 
13 considered. 
14 MR. CAMP: There is a problem 
15 of needs and means. Everyone says they need it. 
16 MR. MACKLEM: It is very easy 
17 to create need. I would prefer to use the 
18 different criterion. 
“4 MR, CAMP: Let 73 proceed with 
20 that, When you talk about the criteria of 
21 performance. 
22 MR. MACKLEM: I was referring to 
23 public assistance based on the size of the 
24 pub&#ishing program concerned, the quality of the 
25 program and its character. For instance, it is 
26 easier in a commercial sence to publish a 
27 Guide to Canadian Restaurants which we are doing 
— than to publish an experimental novel or a first 
ae book of poems or still less, a children's book. 
30 


It is almost impossible in Canada as I have discovered 
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1 MR, CAMP: But you have tried? 
Z MR. MACKLEM: Oh, yes, indeed, I 
3 have. 

4 THE CHAIRMAN: Well, you are 

5 enlarging that to some extent, not only the past 
6 performance but you have got to examine, I gather 
7 from what you are saying, the present, past and 

8 what the future looks like in terms of what 

9 the firm has in hand for the future? I daresay 
10 that these are all criteria? 

11 MR. MACKLEM: Naturally the 

12 publisher would have to be examined on his 

13 proposals for his program in the next one, two or 
14 three years, very much as the Ontario Arts 

15 Council now does. The Council examines the 

16 performance of the publisher and his plans. 

17 MR. CAMP: As a publisher -- 


and you are getting close to another question -- 
once you agree that the publishing industry 
understands finally what the criteria 

are likely to be in terms of the need what sort 
of body would be satisfactory to the publishing 
industry in terms of representing to them what 
seems to be a fair judgment, that is, as to 

how much if any -- what I am getting at is, that 
we also get from the M. & S. experience some 
sort of backlash and the most common complaint 
was the danger of government interfering in the 
editorial judgments of the publisher. 


MR. MACKLEM: JI am not 
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1 apprehensive about this at all. I donit 

2 think that our experience with the Canada Council 

3 or the Ontario Arts Council although that is rather 
4 new, gives any ground for apprehension whatever. 

5 MR. CAMP: The problem with those 
6 two bodies is that it just isn't enough? 

7 MR. MACKLEM: This is one 

8 problem cetainly, the major problem as far as I 

9 can see. 

10 MR. CAMP: I just wanted to follow 
11 up, if I could. Would you think that such a body 
12 would be more effective if it were national? 

13 MR, MACKLEM: Yes, I think it 

14 would, 

15 MR. CAMP: Therefore, the 

16 money would be national? 

17 MR, MACKLEM: Well, the money 

18 in the terms of reference. I had assumed, 

19 perhaps carelessly, that the terms of reference 

20 of this Commission were provincial. 

21 MR. CAMP: Indeed they are. 

22 THE CHAIRMAN: Indeed they are 
23 a Little broader though with very great respect. 


The word"Canada" appears without prejudice in 
each sector of our terms of reference and we have 
not yet closed our minds to the broad expanse 
of this magnificent country. 

MR. MACKLEM: Yes. 

DR. JEANNERET: What kind of 


assistance are you referring to in your revised brief+- 
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grants or loans? 

MR. MACKLEM: I am in favour 
of grants, sir. I think that the difficulty with 
loans is that they are apt to become, in effect, 
grants because of inability to repay and I would 
prefer to see the public involved ona scale that 
it understands in the first place. I would rather 
be given $5,000 as a gift than lent $50,000 
that can't be repaid. 

MR. CAMP: The implication of that 
statement is that the Canadian publishing industry 
really is not making a profit but really a loss? 

MR. MACKLEM: Well, if you want me 
to say that I am going to pay and the others 
are not, I think that this is unfair competition. 
This is off the record. 

DR. JEANNERET: Yes, although the 
viability of a particular industry might be 
the criterion as to whether or not it was entitled 
to a loan? 

MR. MACKLEM: Yes. 

DR, JEANNERET: A low interest 
loan, for example. This has been the most frequently 
proposed approach. 

MR. MACKLEM: TI Know. 

DR. JEANNERET: I just wanted 
you to comment on it. 

MR. MACKLEM: Well, I find a 
direct grant both more useful and more honest but, 


of course, a low interest loan is, in a sense, 
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exactly the same thing. The difference between 
the interest rate on the loan, the prevailing 
interest,rate at the time is the amount of the 
annual grant. 

DR. JEANNERET: There are two 
or three differences. One is that as soon as you 
say, "Loan" low interest or otherwise you raise 
the question of security, don't you? 

MR, MACKLEM: Yes you do and 
there is no security. If there was any security 
the loan would not need to be forthcoming from 
the public. 

DR. JEANNERET: Should the 
public take what security there is? 

MR. MACKLEM: I see no objection 
to this. 

DR. JEANNERET: That, of course, 
is the essence of the McClelland & Stewart 
recommendation and, indeed, it was removing the 
government farther than giving them direct control; 
only in the event of need could they enter in

THE CHAIRMAN: Tell me, what 
arrangements, if any, has your firm made with 
publishing or* distributing, houses in)the. United 
States for the distribution there of any of your 
titles as they come out? 

MR. MACKLEM: We have. an, effective 
system of distribution in the United Kingdom and 
in the rest of the world through Dobson Books 
Limited of London, and we have no American 
agent and have not been able to arrange for one. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Can you tell us 
about what attempts you have made? 

MR. MACKLEM: Négelrcan’ta9. I have 
made hundreds of attempts. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What seems to be 
the reason why these American firms will not 
do business with you, this is what you are saying? 
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1 outgrowth of one of the most favourable factors 
2 in the Canadian book trade, namely, the growth 
3 of an awareness among Canadians that they are 
4 Canadians. This makes Canadian books, at least 
5 our type of Canadian books, more difficult to 
6 market in the States than they used to be. TI 
7 have read a good example, if you wish to listen 
8 for a moment. We are next fall publishing a 
9 new book of stories by the Montreal writer, Hugh 
10 Hood. Hugh Hood is probably one of the two 
11 or three best~known Story writers in Canada ane 
12 his writing is recognized as Canadian. He has 
we written two or three novels before which were 
14 set outside of Canada and they have been 
15 published in the United States as well as in Canada. 
16 One of them, the Camera Always Lies, by Harcourt-—Brucel, 
17 I showed this manuscript to Harcourt-Bruce and 


they liked it very much indeed and agreed it was 
the best thing Hugh Hood has written, but they 
said "We cannot do a co-edition with vou: Ay 
think they were being sincere in what they said. 
"We can't do a co-edition with you because 

the book is too distinctively Canadian and it 
would be difficult to sell in volume in the States." 
I think as our Canadian culture develops and 
becomes more distinctive and Canadian publishing 
becomes more clearly recognized as Canadian 
publishing it will get increasingly difficult 

to sell Canadian books in the States. If you 


are going to ask me how I managed in the circumstances 
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4 to sell these books in England, I am going to have 
to say I have no idea. 

3 THE CHAIRMAN: What you are in 

4 effect saying is that a Canadian publisher,

MR. MACKLEM: To me -- and 
I feel very strongly about it -- that Canada is 
the core of the problem and the solution. You 
have to make it in Canada. I realize in the kind 
of academic publishing done by the University of 
Toronto perhaps there may be a difference buti 
in my kind of area or the New Press area or 
the Anansi area to sell in this area you have 
to make in Canada or you won't make it. This 
is 90 per cent of our sales which occur in 
Canada and if we can't succeed in Canada, we 
won't succeed anywhere else. I think this 
will always continue to be the case, 

DR.JEANNERET: It is a very 
important point you are making here. 

MR. MACKLEM: I am strongly 
opposed to the view that has been advanced that 
Canadian publishers can solve -- that the English- 
speaking world is a large market of 300 million 
people and that it is accessible to all publishers 
resident in all countries belonging to the English- 
speaking group, that I can sell in the United 
States just as well as Harcourt-Bruce can sell in 
Canada. This is worse than nonsense, por enna 
and it is a red herring. 

In my view I think the Commission 
must take the view that the market for Canadian 
books is 20 million people or that proportion of 
them willing to buy books and this is small and 


this is the problem that we face. 
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1 THE CHALTRMAN: But then the 

2 problem, of course, is that the United States 

: market is the United States and Canada? 

4 MR. MACKLEM: Exactly so. 

5 DR. JEANNERET: On the other 

6 hand, you have to admit, I think, Mr. Macklen, 

7 that we have not begun to exploit the export 

8 potentialities for Canadian books and that it 

9 is. perhaps. contradicting you partly but it is 

10 a fact that in many areas, including school book 
11 areas, we are producing original copyrights of 
12 tremendous importance in this country the hard 
13 way and selling them only in this country, 

14 then arrangements for sales abroad of rights and 
15 adaptations do exist and we do need to go to 

16 Frankfurt and sell our rights. 

17 MR. MACKLEM: In certain areas 
18 this is true but I don't see it as a general broad 
19 solution, certainly not at this time. 

20 DR. JEANNERET: It is not the 
21 only solution. 

0) THE CHAIRMAN: At the opening 
23 of your written brief that you submitted to us, 


you said, 

i For the purposes of this 
brief, we take it for granted that 
it is important to the future of 
Canada to have and to preserve a 
native publishing industry capable 


of publishing Canadian writing and 
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y of bringing it to the attention of 

Canadian readers," 

Why do you take it for granted? 

MR. MACKLEM: Well, I have 
no alternative. 

THE CHAIRMAN; Can you explain 
the reason why you don't have any alternative? 

MR. MACKLEM: I assume that we 
are interested in the survival and health of the 
Canadian culture and because of my experience 
and background I see colour as essentially purple. 
There are other elements in the Canadian culture 
but I think it is legitimate to assume that these 
are not our direct and immediate concern. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Why is it that 
you consider that there is something different 
in terms of culture between Canada and the United 
States which you are, in effect, saying, 
that is worth preserving? 

MR. MACKLEM: I think our 
individuality is worth preserving. I think mine 
and yours are both worth preserving and they are 
both different. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So, what you are 
saying is that the United States is quite a bit 
different from Canada? 

MR. MACKLEM: This is an 
empiracal fact. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We are told from 


time to time that it is not an empiracal fact. 
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MR. MACKLEM: Well, you should 
tell the people who tell you that to go and 
take their Canadian books and sell them in the 
States. 

DR, JEANNERET: You are saying 
you can make these Canadian books, children's 
books,school books say, in Japan, and keep 
Japanese culture out of them? 

MR, MACKLEM: yes, 1-am. 

DR. JEANNERET: I can't quite 
agree with that. 

MR, MACKLEM: Well, we do have 
difficulty with oriental typesetters. Sometimes 
they like to use a Japanese character or Chinese 
character and we take it in proof. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The whole 
treatment, the maps and things of this nature? 

MR, MACKLEM: We send a book 
to print, the text is there, the art work is there 
and every line is specified and designed. If 
they don't follow it, they have to change it. 

DR. JEANNERET: Well, you reduce 
it toa clearly mechanical service? 

MR. MACKLEM: The cultural elements 
are mechanical. I am not speaking of the spill 
and quality of they pwRSBEIME. the quality of the 
gravure work and so on, this is really cultural. 

I don't see Dutch culture in the Karsch portfolio 
except their abilities to solve these problems. 


DR. JEANNERET: But I see 
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Czechoslovakian culture in the Canadian book printed 
there, very often. 

MR. MACKLEM; Not in the Karsch. 
book. 

DR. JEANNERET: Yes, I do see 
a foreign culture insofar as the artistic 
contribution to the graphics are concerned because 
we can't do that here and everybody knows we 
can ht. 

MR. MACKLEM: Well, the technical 
Solution iis reorrect jryes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: On the last page 
of your written brief you say: 
i The need for public action is 
as urgent now as it was then." 
You refer then to the Canadian broadcasting 
industry a generation ago. You say: 
" This is an area in which the 
provincial government must share 
the responsibility for con- 
structive action with the federal 
government." 
I am wondering if you have seen any evidence of 
the federal government's willingness to share 
with the provincial government as yet? 

MR. MACKLEM: Well, as a 
Canadian I am embarrassed at the action of the 
federal government, the provincial invitation to 


take part in the McClelland & Stewart loan.

SUBMISSION OF CANTERBURY HOUSE ANGLICAN BOOK 
SOCIETY 
THE CHAIRMAN: We have with us 


now representatives of Canterbury House Anglican 
Book Society. The representatives are Reverend 
Borden Purcell, Chairman of the Board and Mr. Donald 
Meakin, the Manager. 

GentEemen, we welcome you. We 
have read your brief but if you tell us about the 
major points in it and then we can discuss it with 
you. 

MR, MFAKIN: Thank you very much 
and we do appreciate the opportunity to attend and 
present this brief. We are a retail book store 
and so, therefore, the three points we have put 


forward are primarily those which concern uS as a 
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1 book seller and I have:outlined them here in three 

2 different areas. 

3 The distribution of books, we find, 
4 is one of the most difficult problems we have to 

5 face. We are faced with high book prices but 

6 at the same time it is difficult to get the books to 
7 sell. We feel that the problem here is that 

8 the main publishers of books distribute through 

9 agents and that in order for as to buy books which 
10 we are going to sell to the general public we 

11 must buy through agents who in Canada are publishers 
12 as well. This arrangement, in large part, has 

13 proved unsatisfactory and we have reverted in many 
14 cases to buying through a jobber in both Britain 

15 and the States and in some cases, of course, we 

16 can buy directly from the publisher and in these 

17 cases we do find that we are certainly able to 


procure the books in very good time, in good order 
and able to be of much greater service to our 
customers. 

The whole business of distribution 
of books, I feel, is woefully antiquated, as I 
have mentioned here. Merchandising of books in 
Canada, as far as the publisher goes, I feel that 
there could be more co-operation on the publisher's 
part and I just mention here the possibility of 
having trade book fairs each Fall and also this 
would be done on a co-operative basis in the major 


cities, and also to bring before the general public 


the place of books. We just don't have the kind of 
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mass advertising about the value of just books, 
Without any particular books but just the phate> 
of books in everyone's life. 

The third point that we were 
concerned with was the pricing of books, the 
fact that when we finally get an American book on 
our shelves, we are faced with having to offer 
the customer this book at a price anywhere from 20 
per cent to 40 per cent higher than the original 
cost. The publisher-agent justifies this for 
many reasons -- import duty, the exchange rate, 
at the moment there is no exchange rate but at 
least if theye is it is very minimal, but I still 
find that we are still being pegged with 
about a 10 per cent increase on the book to cover 
the exchange rate. 

So, I feel that the book really 
should -- 

MR. CAMP: You mean the 
invoice says, "For U.S. exchange"? 

MR. MEAKIN: No, it doesn't, but 
when we take the matter up with the publisher this 
is one of the costs which he takes into account in 


the increasing of the American price. 
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MR. MEAKIN: Then we go on, 
insofar as the duty of books, there is a duty 
on most books coming in from the States with 
the exception of religious and educational books, 
of 10° per cent.) FHowévéryiwe find inrdourtbusiness 
wherecwe tare iselling,;a lotrof ireligtous vard 
educationalsbooks thatethis: LO wperrcent istilL goes 
on the book whether the duty is paid or not.

JEANNERET: But. taking Lt by 
and large, the books that are sold through trade 
book sellers may be bought on impulse, and more 
power to the bookseller, but apart from that 
they are being read or heard or talked about in 


advertisements and reviews have been read. Maybe 
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they have been read in foreign newspapers or they 
have seen it on the Today Show or something else, 
but insofar as the Canadian media are concerned, 
the Canadian media make this information available 
as a result of the efforts of the Canadian agents. 
So we reach a dilemma -- I am not again prejudging

books.

This means 
we are comparing apples and oranges a little bit 
with other situations. 

T thought your recommendation that 
Canadian book publishers and Canadian publisher- 
agents -- I think that is what you /mean -- 
cooperative institutional advertising programs 
i smart alnvere stimenone ; It shas\roften sbeen idiscussed 
and has wry rarely been tested. Have you any 
ideas io how dt could be tested economically, 
could one choose an area in Canada that was 
reasonably isolated as a test centre, for example, 
have you got one in mind? I presume we are 
talking about the sort of"Give a book for Christmas" 
approach. That: is ,a very vorite yugegestion .; 

THE CHAIRMAN: How about Ottawa? 

DR. JEANNERET: Have you any 
suggestions? 

MR. MEAKIN: Simply that they’ 
are the. publishing industry, does. == they... are 
organized and I think that they could take upon 
themselves to promote through Canadian magazines 
and daily newspaper advertising, to assess the 


value of books. 
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1 DR. JEANNERET: One has to measure 
2 these investments though? 

3 MR, MEAKIN: Oh sure they have 
4 to be measured, yes. 

BS) DR. JEANNERET: It is very 

6 difficult. I remember once Dr. Thomas who used 

7 to be President of the CAAD suggested that one 

8 take the Lakehead -- this was pre-television days --

DR. JEANNERET: Your 
substantial mail order business and retail business, 
you price always at the Toronto publisher's 
invoice list price to you without any addition? 

MR. MEAKIN: Right, always. 
If anything we bring the price down a bit. We do 
apflot, of jthis. 

MR, CAMP: Just to come back on 
that, in your mail order business is it to 
the general public or is it to a special clientele? 

MR.MBAKIN: Well, our mail order 
business would comprise 2,000 names mainly clergy 
and 250 names of non-cleric types -- interested 
people who read books and who have bought books from 
over the years and they would be any place in 
Canada. We mail out regularly to them three 
or four times a year listing new books and it is 
from those mailings that they order.

11 business with the province. Is this what you mean, 
12 sir?

will create a very healthy retail market in the 
province which will certainly be of considerable 
benefit to the man on the street. They certainly 
Should be able to develop top rate retail book 
stores because of the great increase that they 
will receive through the institutional business 
but the method by which they are going about it, 
ideally it sounds very good but when you put into 
practice one has great doubts about how one is 
going to have to qualify in order to be licensed 
to sell books. It is Like the LCBO: You have 
to sort of come up to certain standards to get 


a particular licence and pay a fee and then pay 
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1 them a percentage of what you sell and it is 

2 a very good business for the LCBO or for the 

3 province, 

4 As far as Quebec goes I just 

5 do not like the idea of being licensed to sell 

6 books.period. There are many implications involved. 
7 THE CHAIRMAN: With regard to 

8 mass market paperback books, do you deal 

9 with these at all in the retail way? 

10 MR. MEAKIN: Yes, 

11 THE CHAIRMAN: Where do you get 
12 your supply of those that are imported from the 
13 United States, where do they come from? 

14 MR, MEAKIN: They either came 
15 from the local distributor -- 

16 THE CHAIRMAN: Who is?

They prefer to have their wns go around to the 
different bookstands and put on the books they 
would like to see sold and take off those books 
which are not selling and keep the mill grinding 
but we don't: We choose the books we are going 
to sell.

6 we can discuss it with you. Would you tell us a 
7 bit about your ‘own background first? 

8 DR. BAIRD: Mr. Chairman and 

9 gentlemen, I am from the Royal Military College. 

10 I am Professor of Physics and my experience lies 

11 With a very’ speciatized™ parse of publishing,” to wit, 
12 the college textbook publishing field. I have | 
13 published two books, the second of which has gone 
14 through such editions as the controversial third 

15 Volume so my experience lies in the publishing, . 

16 in effect, of three books with two U.S. publishers. 
17 I suppose my main motivation 


in Orrering to submiv a brier was partially 

in explation of my Sin of publishing with a U.S. 
publisher from Ganada and I think in the 
circumstances surrounding that -- 

MR. CAMP: A U.S. publisher in 
Canada? 

Die BALRDs No, at the time 
the U.S. publisher had no local subsidiary. He 
had er tices "but eno -subsidiartes, This™nas since 
been changed. 

I felt that the ‘circumstances 
surrounding that might be of some interest, 


especially since this is the area of textbook 
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i publishing in which the money in publishing lies 

/ and since money is our topic I thought I would 

3 try and analyze those aspects of the situation 

4 which contributed to the money that has resulted. 
5 Now, take the case of my first 

6 textbook first. It has been a relatively successful 
7 book. It was published around 1961 and it is 

8 in about its eighth or ninth printing now. It 

9 has not been put through a new edition, there 

10 have been no changes in it since the second 

11 printing and the publisher just cranks out another 
12 10,000 copies with every printing and it must 

13 be clear money in the pot as far as that 

14 publisher is concerned. 

15 THE CHAIRMAN: Does it help you 
16 I hope? 

17 DR. BAIRD: Oh it does, it 


has been very nice.to me. But nice as it has 
been to me, my concern is with the amount it has 
brought the publisher because the profits which 
come from profitable books are the resource that 
allow publishers, the kind of publisher with 
whom I am familiar, to do the idealistic kind of 
publishing which I have in mind for Canada. 

In, our field, for example, the 
non-profitable publishing consists of the 
publishing of conference proceedings and other 
books of very limited circulation. These books 
do not usually result in any profit, in fact 


quite frequently a substantial loss. The losses 
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from that are borne by the enormous profits 
which are available in the textbook publishing 
tres. 

The circumstances involved in 
the publishing of that first textbook which resulted 
in its profitability can be identified. Firstly, 
the set of notes from which the textbook was 
derived was written by me for laboratory purposes 
in the Royal Military College for internal 
Cureculavl on, At that time, being young and 
innocent, I had no concept of publishing and no 
thought of having the notes published. They were 
identified by an extremely effective representative 
of a U.S. publisher who took the initiative to 
notice them lying on the laboratory bench and 
asked if he could take them away. So, the 
first point was initiative and secondly the 
fact that he was there. This *particular 
publisher's representative was:lin the college I 
would say about every three months for years and 
years. It was his familiarity with the situation 
which allowed him to see the potential in this | 
particular set of notes, 

Now, as I mentioned in the brief 
I did have qualms about allowing it to go toa 
U.S. publisher and I submitted it to the only. 
Canadian publisher, Canadian-based publisher 
who was active in the field of science textbook 
publishing for the university area, and there 
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1 DR. JEANNERET: Is there 
2 anything confidential about the name of that 
3 firm? I have been trying to think which firm it 
4 would be and I have not been able to think of 
5 one that specializes in science at the university 
6 LeveL, 
7 DR. BAIRD: Macmillan's. 
8 DR. JEANNERET: It was the use 
9 of the word "Canadian" that threw me: They are 
10 a British subsidiary. 
11 DR. BAIRD: They are an 
12 English subsidiary but they did have a Canadian- 
13 based company. 
14 DR. JEANNERET: Correct. 
15 DR. BAIRD: This was the 
16 closest thing to a Canadian publisher who 
17 could touch this book. They were unable, as 


they said, to take the risk of publishing 
because the book contained such innovated material 
that the market was not assured. As it turned 
out the market did exist and ultimately the 
book was published. Since we are now talking 
about names it was published by Prentice-Hall.

contacts. They have representatives, numerous 
representatives who visit each university and 
any particular area where a book can be sold 
sufficiently “frequently that they’ ‘are’ in-“touch 
with the people involved. 

I know from my own experience that 


if one is at the opposite end of the scale in 
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1 adopting a textbook for use in a university such 

a as a flood of advertising material when the only 

3 thing that persuades me to adopt a textbook is 

4 Gor have someone come along, place a copy on my 

5 desie sandsatilip through 16 with me and say "This is 
6 exactly what syou want for your physics so and so". 
7 Prentice-Hall and McGraw Hill can do this. 

8 smaller publishers don't. 

9 pBcondly,.in addition to the wide 

10 contacts on this continent which Prentice-Hall 

11 have, «atheir contracts are well worded, usualiy 

12 inthe «form, of a subsidiary ,.under iJts own name, 

13 Prentice-Hall in the U.K. and other places. . This 
14 means that the book I am talking about was adopted 
15 and used in the most unlikely places and I would 
16 saya total of about one-third of the sales over 

17 whe iasialen years, have- been outside the. continent 
18 of North America. 

19 DR. JEANNERET: Have you received 
20 export.royalties? 
21 DR. BAIRD: Yes... .t 1s siltently 
22 lower, about two-thirds, but it still makes money 
23 for me,and for, the, publisher. This. is the source 


of money which can support publishing which, no 
matter how important for perhaps a limited market, 
is not. profitable. I am thinking now of the 
kind of publishing we have seen in Canada within 
De eet 5 vears or SoO,.and which 1s now in 
financial difficulties. My feeling 1s that the 


viable pursuit of publishing like that must be 
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associated with publishing in a profitable area. 
if one is. to bréak into the field in ‘which 
publishing is prefitable, one has to play in the 
big league. One has’-To break ‘Into’ the conpetitive 
narket whieh as far as our area of publishing 
is concerned, is dominated by the big American 
publishers, "Prentice-Hall yy MeGraw Hill and, to 
some extent, by Oxford and Cambridge United Press, 
University Press: i-reel the probiem of 
continuing to publish the kind of book we must 
have in Canada, the kind of book which Jack 
McClelland has been publishing and Ryerson and 
thestniversity of Toronto Press ,> an order’ to 
support’ that, we must get. a’share of the action in 
Chee bigyciant ,- international publisher field. 
Tniseis tek probliem of capital and’ i do not» know 
why private capital has’ not» come forward” to 
finance what is undoubtedly a profitable business. 
The publishers in the United States are profitable. 
They are sought-after’ by other companies for 
major purposes and I think Prentice-Hall has 
Soufar’resisted*this: rerheps bre.

resources which we should explore for ourselves 
in Canada in competition against world presence 
but as well it might be the kind of situation 
which can provide the necessary large profitable 
pool to undertake an operation of this kind and 
yet not be government.

16 MR. BROWN: Thank you. Compkey 
17 Limited is in the business of trade typesetting 


with a difference. Instead of using typical 
keyboard such as the 90 key linotype keyboard 

or the 288 monotype keyboard we use a standard 
IBM selectric typewriter which is on line ten 
hours a day with an IBM computer, Alphatext 
Systems Limited. Instead of pulling galley proofs 
for proofreading we correct the contents from a 
computer high-speed print-out. Instead of type- 
setting commands being the responsibility of. 
the keyboarder we simply specify the final format 
once at the beginning of the document and insert 
various simple delimiters in the text. 


If we have corrections or even 
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1 updates a year from now, we simply key the 
2 changed information on our typewriter and corrections 
3 and reformatting is handled automatically by the 
4 computer. We can store the equivalent of 50 tons 
5 of standing type on one computer magnetic tape. 
6 After we have satisfied ourselves 
7 that the content is correct and after we have 
8 obtained a sample of the final format, the 
9 documents are displayed on a Cathode ‘Ray Tube 
10 Phototypesetter at Alphatext at a rate of 200 to 
11 500 complete pages per hour. The end result 
12 is either positive paper or film ready for the 
13 preparation of printing plates. Incidentally, 
14 we are now also testing direct display onto paper 
15 plates. There is nothing unique about these 
16 production techniques; each is individually in 
17 use in the States today. 


"Frrscty ths 1s 
the first instance we are aware of where one 
system of on-line keyboards through to an on-line 
computer photo-typesetter has been integrated into 
a system which can be used to typeset books and 
pervodicals*of all “Kinds, as well “as the” director- 
like jobs that have typically been handled by 
computers.

We now have 6 typewriter keyboards, 
which are equivalent to 15 linotypes, 8 employees 


and annualized sales of $200,000. We expect our 
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i sales to be $400,000 to $500,000 next year. Our 

2 investment was very small because we purchase 

3 services and apply them, rather than buying 

4 capital equipment. Our costs, thus, are variable. 
5 Before we define our needs, 

6 I believe it is important that the Commission 

7 recognize that the proportion of typesetting in 

8 publishing in Canada, is perhaps five times that 
9 whichwi Gate tin the U.S. This means that the 

10 effect of our type of service on the improvement 
11 of productivity of publishing in Canada could be 
12 quite significant. 

13 DR. JEANNERET: Would you explain 
14 what you mean by that? 

iS MR. BROWN: Right. Because of 
16 the size of runs. that go on in the United States 
17 - compared with what we are doing in Canada, the 


preparation costs for producing a book are therefore 
higher proportionately and typesetting is a major 
part of that preparation cost. 

We wish to present today, 
recommendations on the form of support that would 
be most useful to us at this stage of our growth. 

ales Our training costs to improve 
the technical proficiency of our personnel are a 
burden. The cost of traning typists and 
Secretaries on the use of the system should be 
Subsidized by the government. In addition, the 
government could give course of study and training 


in existing educational institutions. 
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1 2 We have found it to be 
2 extremely difficult to raise capital for the 
3 expansion of our Company. We believe the primary 
de reason to be that we are a technological-based 
5 innovative company. Until such time as this is 
6 considered to be an advantage and not a disadvantage, 
7 government shuld provide working capital in the 
8 form of investment in partnership with private 
9 venture capital. 
10 Se Our services are exportabie but 
11 the cost of starting-up in the U.S. market is 
12 prohibitive. The government should make available 
13 low cost export development funds. 
14 Thank you very much. 
15 MR. CAMP: What would you say, 
16 generally speaking, the effect of this would be 
17 _ on the publishing industry? 


MR. BROWN: We feel in the long- 
term -= not too long-term -- that we can effect 
substantial cost savings in the area of typesetting. 

CAMP: This would be in the 
nature, I think you said, Jin) the difference’ between 
the machines -- so many typesetters versus so many 
people involved here, where the ratio is almost 
three to one, was it? 

BROWN: Yes, two and one-half 
to one. I think that there are two areas where 
we can be of help. One is in speed of turning 
around copy and the second is in cost. At the 


moment our costs are not that much less than the 
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1 traditional typesetting because it is a new 
2 technology.

6 us with a most interesting brief. Will you speak 
7 to your brief please and then we will discuss it

i1 THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, 
12 MRS, HYDE: I didn't say in the 
13 brief that one of the moments that caused me to 
14 send you that modest proposal was from my reading 
15 of Mr. Camp's last book. ‘I felt that it struck a 
16 familiar note on one page when he said that in his 
17 youth he felt that the place to really make it 


and do important things was in New York and I 
remember that clearly myself. 

I remember my husband, who is 
an artist and writer, having exactly the same 
feeling, that New York was the place to go if you 
hoped to make a mark in the world. Since I have 
been teaching at Algonquin College where I am 
dealing with young students who wish to become 
teachers of pre-school children I think I have 
now seen the process by which this happens. 

It has occurred to me over many years and I have 
now checked this with four or five pre-school 


centres that the books read by children from the 
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1 time they hear their first bedtime story very 
2 often in homes of a book by Harper & Rowe 
3 called Good Night Moon, and from there, from 

. 4 that bedtime story right through the pre-school 
5 years and through the college years our children 
6 are submerged in the myth, the folklore and the 
ri values of another country. I don't think that 
8 any country other than Canada allows this to happen 
9 and it is then no surprise that Canadian adults 
10 don't read so many Canadian books as they might 
11 and Canadians look elsewhere for the Success 
12 story of their career. 
13 I have been particularly struck 
14 with it at the college because I spend a lot 
15 of my time reading papers produced by the 
16 students and without any consciousness that this 
17 is a limitation on their work their sources are 


almost completely from the United States and this 
again reflects what one finds in the library of 
Ou, eolege which, as a matter of Tact, is rather 
better supplied with Canadian sources than others. 
It struck me that in some 

cases the students sought out American sources 
when Canadian sources were available and I think 
this is part of the orientation that they derive 
from being submerged in the literature of the 
United States from early childhood and that 
orientation is, of course, reinforced by the 
hours they spend watching television which, you 


know, as we all know, is itself very much oriented 
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1 towards American material. 

2 I mention as one example the 

3 program which has become a household word in 

a Canada, Sesame Street and I would like to make a 

5 comment that Sesame Street is not Sparks Street, 

6 Yonge Street, Portage Avenue or any other Canadian 
7 street and although that is a figure of speech 

8 it indicates that the television that the children 
9 watch and the print ena they read or have read 

10 to them have produced the situation that I am 

11 finding with gor young. 
12 That really impelled me to send 
13 you this brief as the evidence began to pile up 
14 that this was happening more and more. 

15 THE CHAIRMAN: The evidence is 
16 very impressive. 
17 MR. CAMP: I was so struck by

American publishers who developed a serious approach 
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1 to children's books, no doubt recognizing that 
2 children's books are important as a pre- 
3 courser to turning out a literary population and 
4 they have also developed, what seems to me we 
5 would like very much in Canada, highly skilled and 
6 really renowned children's book editors. 
(i DR. JEANNERET: They have 
8 something else you don't mention, that is market. 
9 MRS, HYDE: Indeed they have a 
10 market. I realize that we don't have a market. I 
11 wish,however, that our smaller market were served 
12 by books of comparable. quality. I know for 
13 instance that I believe it was Gage Educational 
14 Publishing said to you that we should have 
15 awards for children's books in Canada. As it 
16 happens we do have awards in Canada but no 
17 one ever hears about them, but there are children's 


book awards in Canada. 

I think they also said there 
should) be “schools: for chiddren's writers. Frankly, 
everyone I know wants to write a book for children. 
Our writers need to be published, they don't 
need a school at this moment. 

DR.JBANNERET: I think we can 
all agree that we would like to see Canadian 
equivalents and you acknowledge some of the reasons 
why we don't have them, Have you any Suggestions 
as to how, if it could be made possible for us to 
have them, this is our dilemma? 


MRS, HYDE: The ways and means are 
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1 not my area of competence. It has occurred to me 
2 over the years, however, that some of our problem 
3 is really the result of attitude. There is not 
4 very much interest in children's book publishing 
5 in Canada insofar as there is a market it is 
6 badly served, 
7 THE CHAIRMAN: We have got one 
8 fundamental problem that we have heard about so 
9 many times and this may either hinder or help 
10 the answer that you are giving but I would like 
11 to ask you to expand upon it. We seem to be in 
12 the presence of the United States market which is 
13 United States and Canada for American publishers 
14 or the authors or publishers of American children's 
15 books but in Canada we only have one market 
16 which means if you are a Canadian author you only 
17 have the Canadian market.

It is obvious that 

periodical publications include 

magazines and may include newspapers 
Although book publishing has 
been. the central concern of the 

Commission up to this time, it has 

been apparent. since early,in our 

inquiry that the writing, publi- 
cation, and distribution of books 
must be considered in relation to 
the same activities with regard 

to other kinds of printed matter. 

It. has been helpful therefore that 

our terms of reference have not 

restricted our investigation to 
book publishing only, but have 
required us, among other things, to 

} a+ ,conduct, an, examination, of) and 

report upon: 

(a) the publishing industry in 
Ontario and throughout Canada 
with, respect,to its position 
within the business community;. 

(c) «the economic, .cultural, social 

or other consequences for the 

people of Ontario and of Canada of 

the substantial ownership or 

control of .publishing.firms by 

foreign or foreign-owned or foreign- 


controlled corporations or by 
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'mon-Canadians, ! 
As to the specific question 
of distribution of published printed 
matter, we have noted that those 
editions of books that are popularly 


known as 'mass market paperbacks! 


normally reach Canadian customers from 


their original publishers through 
the identical supply channels used 
for most periodicals, including 
magazines and similar publications. 
It is not surprising that mass 
market paperbacks moving in this way 
tend in their selection to be no 
more representative of original 
Canadian authorship and publishing 
than are the magazines and other 
periodicals with which they travel. 
Indeed, the Canadian aspects of book 
publishing would appear to be poorly 
served by the news distribution 
channels just referred to. 

Our preliminary investigation 
of this subject indicates that 
developments are taking place with 
respect to the ownership and control 
of the above channels of supply whic 
fully warrant our submitting this 
second Interim Report to Your Honour 


And for reasons which are referred t 
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Z below, we attach considerable urgenc 
to the recommendations it embodies. 
The service of distrivutine 
periodical literature to consumer 
5 | outlets in this Province. is furnishe 
6 almost exclusively by regional 
7 wholesalers, or news companies, each 
8 normally operating within a clearly 
9 defined geographical area. The 
10 retail outlets within each area are 
11 heavily dependent upon the regional 
12 news companies that supply their 
13 stock-in-trade, and in general they 
14 do not have access to alternative 
15 channels of supply. To the extent 
16 . that they sell mass market paper- 
17 backs in addition to periodicals, 
18 theyuwually secure these books from 
19 the same sources. Even the selection 
20 of titles and authors to be displaye 
wa for sale is normally made by the 
22 news company as part of its service; 
23 moreover, the selection of titles 
24 which the latter may have to draw 
25 upon may be determined at an earlier 
26 | stage in the distribution network, 
| and determined not necessarily even 
28| in Canada. 
29 It is obvious not only that the 


30 regional news companies thus exercise 
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a substantial control over what 
publications, of all Kinds, are or 
are not offered for sale by most 
Ontario retail outlets, but that any 
degree of common ownership of the 
news companies themselves could have 
a profound influence on the selectio 
and sources of reading materials 
offered to the public in the future 
through newsstands, cigar stores, 
Supermarkets, and similar retail 
outlets. A possible exception 

from such control would be bookstore 
(i.e. stores the principal business 
of which is the selling of books), 
the total number of which is 
regrettablysmall in any event. 
Clearly, any trend toward monopoly 
conditions of ownership or control o 
the regional news companies would be 
contrary to the public interest, 
inviting as it would attempts to 
influence terms of Supply, including 
conditions of price, discount, 
sources and conceivably even content 
And if such monopoly power should 
ever come to be vested in non-Canadi 
hands, the threat to the public 
interest would clearly be rendered 


correspondingly more grave. 
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1 ae: The Commission has been 
2 informed that there is in process 
. 3 of development at this moment just 
. 4 such a threat of monopoly, one 
5 which appears to have as its 
6 objective unified ownership or 
7 Gontmol, ofemest.of elf not, ali, the 
8 regional news companies in Ontario, 
9 and moreover, ownership or control 
10 by a foreign interest. Specifically, 
| 11 we have evidence that a concerted 
12 effort is under way on the part of 
13 one or more non-Canadian individuals 
14 or corporations engaged in the 
15 wholesaling and distribution of 
16 periodicals and mass market 
17 paperback books to gain control of 
18 the, principal distributors, or 
19 wholesalers of similar merchandise 
20 | in Ontario and possibly elsewhere 
21 in Canada. 
22 If such an effort is successful, 
23 any cultural intention this country 
24 may have to further the interests of 
25 its own authors and of its book and 
26 periodical publishing industries will 
24. be largely thwarted. At best it 
28 will be dependent on such token 
29 Support as the foreign monopoly 


30 interest may give Canadian 
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: publications from time to time, 


and on whatever terms it wishes tos 


impose. We speak here not of a 


4 situation in which ownership is 

5 foreign while management remains fully 
6 Canadian and largely independent in 
7 matters of day to day policy. 

8 Rather we are speaking of a situatio 
9 in which practical control and 

10 management will be exercised by non- 
11 resident foreign owners, almost 

12 necessarily without knowledge of or 
13 regard for Canadian cultural 

14 interests. We believe that such a 
15 Situation should not be permitted 

16 to develop. 

17 The matters on which we are 

18 now reporting have come to our 

19 attention very recently as a result 
20 of investigations which we have 

ae conducted, and there has not yet 

22 been an opportunity to pursue them 
23 in special public hearings. However, 
24 even thbugh some difficulty may be 
25 encountered in bringing about the 

26 attendance of all relevant witnesses 
27 for the purpose, we do at this time 
28 intend to proceed in this way. 

29 Your Commission understands 


30 that some Canadian publishers and 
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retailers of periodicals may in 
fact be reluctant to give in- 
formation to it concerning this 
growing and powerful intrusion. 
They fear that the foreign-owned 
distributors and wholesalers may 
refuse to carry their publications, 
or may impose unacceptable terms 
when they do so. Such decisions 
would of course be made outside thi 
country. They would affect not 
only Canadian publishers, but 
Canadian retailers and their 
customers as well. 

It is the hope of the 
Commission that retailers, news- 
stand operators, and all others 
engaged in the wholesaling, 
distribution, and retailing of 
paperback books and periodicals in 
Canada will feel free to provide an 
will indeed provide the Commission 
with information and evidence 
bearing on the matters raised in 
this Interim Report. All such 
communications will be treated in 
whatever degree of confidence is 
requested. 

Even though special hearings 


are planned, your Commission is of 
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the opinion that reported 
acquisitions of wholesalers already 
completed in this Province and 
reports of other negotiations 
under way at this moment are 
sufficient reason for us to recommen 
to Your Hnnour that precautionary 
steps in the public interest be 
taken by your Government at the 
earliest possible moment. It is our 
unanimous and firm opinion that 
further acquisitions by non- 
Canadians of firms engaged in the 
wholesaling and distribution of 
periodicals and mass market paper- 
back books can only be prevented 
if action is taken by your Governmen 
forthwith to give notice to 
prospective foreign purchasers 
that such acquisitions may well be 
subject to reversal, and indeed that 
your Government is preparéd to 
enact legislation that would 
effectively prohibit further take- 
overs of these important links in th 
communications industry in Ontario. 
The legislation envisaged in ou 
recommendations would be similar in 
nature to that embodied in the 


Loan and Trust Corporations Amendmen 
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Act, 1970. However, as such 
legislation would in this case be 
aimed at preventing further 
reduction in Canadian ownership 
and control of Ontario wholesalers 
and distributors of periodical 
literature (with which distribution 
mass market paperbacks may be 
associated), care should be taken 
not to extend the restrictions to 
cover other kinds of wholesale 
publishing organizations. We 
believe this intention could most 
easily be realized by having the 


proposed restrictions apply only to 


individuals and organizations ‘engaged 


principally in the wholesaling 
and/or distribution of periodical 
publications', 

To sum up, your Commission 
respectfully recommends that 
your Government forthwith submit to 
the Legislature of Ontario 
legislation which will: 


(a) using the Loan and Trust 


“Corporations Amendment Act, 1970 


as a model, limit the ownership a 
foreign person or corporatinn may 
acquire in any undertaking whose 


principal business in Ontario is 
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the distribution or wholesaling 

of periodical publications (we note 
that the Act referred to prohibits 
the transfer of shares in a loan or 
trust corporation to a non- 
resident where the total foreign 
ownership would exceed 25 per cent 
of the capital stock or where any 
one foreign owner would be registere 
in respect of more than 10 per cent 
of the capital stock); and 

(b) provide for full disclosure 

to the Department concerned of all 
corporate information necessary for 
the administration of the proposed 
legislation. 

In addition to the above 
recommendations, your Commission 
respectfully suggests that this 
second Interim Report be specially 
communicated to the Minister of 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs of the 
Government of Canada and to the 
Director ‘6f Investigation and 
Research, Combines Investigation 
Act, Ottawa in anticipation of thei 
co-operation with the Commission in 
its investigation of this vital 
sector of the Canadian publishing 


industry."

entitled, "The Paperback and Periodical Distributors

we have not had a chance to examine at length and 
undoubtedly it contains provisions which are not 
contemplated by our report but which are an enlarge- 
ment of our recommendations. And so, we appreciate 
the opportunity of taking this time, we are sorry 
to delay you, but we thought we ought to put on 


the record this particular Report: 


SUBMISSION OF THE UNIVERSITY OF TORONTO LIBRARY 
eet NEMA EY HE DRA RY 


THE CHAIRMAN: Now, we have before 
us representatives of the University of Toronto 
Library, Dr. Robert A. Blakkburn, who was with us 
this morning. Dr. Blackburn is Chief Librarian 
and Mr. David G. Esplin, Associate Librarian, 

Book Selection and Acquisitions, University of 
Toronto. 

The brief which is an excellent 
document and we appreciate having it, if you would 
Speak to the high points we would like to discuss 
it with you. 

DR, BLACKBURN: Thank you, 


Mr. Chairman, Our brief is a very long one. I will 
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1 try to keep the summary as short as possible. 
2 We speak really to two problems, that of photocopy 
3 and of library purchasing as we know them in our 
4 own library. We have taken some pains to present 
5 the Commission with factual data. We feel that 
6 there has been too little perhaps in this 
| 7 particular area available to the Commission and 
1 8 that the scale and the Canadian implications 
} 9 of these things have been badly misjudged by some 
10 people who have appeared before you. We hope that 
i1 the data that we will present will help to 
12 set the record straight and the records on which 
13 our statements are based would be completely open 
14 to the Commission on a confidential basis. 
15 We include also a brief appendix 
16 on the question of public lending right. This 
F 17 is not a question which I would have raised as it 
| 18 relates to our library but since your Commission 
: 19 has expressed interest in it I have put down what 
: 20 I knew about it. 
: pA Concerning our photocopy we 
22 report a two-week sample in which it appears that 
7 23 of all the photocopying we do Somewhat less than 


2 per cent is derived from Canadian books or about 
1 per cent from Canadian books that are less than 
10 years old and considering both . the amount 
and the nature of the photocopying we have no 
reason to think that the photocopying which we do 
in our library is harmful either to the authors 


or the publishers concerned. 
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Toronto, Ontario 
Mr. Esplin will speak about our 

2 purchasing. He developed this part of the brief. 
3 He will answer questions concerning it. I will 
4 Simply summarize by saying that we have presented 
5 facts which show that our purchasing of new books 
6 from the U.S. and the U.K. amount altogether to 
7 about 1.5 per cent of our total library budget 
8 or about 6 per cent of our purchasing budget as 
9 distinct from the total budget which includes 
10 Salavies and all other expenses. That is, current 
il U.S.-U.K. books or books from those sources 
12 account for about 6 per cent of our purchasing 
13 budget but of that material we estimate that not 
14 more than half will possibly be available through 
15 Canadian sources, that is, about 3 per cent of our 
16 purchasing might be through Canadian sources but 

: 17 we also know from experience that a great deal 

. 18 of what is theoretically available through Canadian 

| 19 sources is not, in fact, available either on a 

4 20 time scale or at a price scale that we would find 
21 practical and so the amount of buying around which 
22 we might be accused of is some part of the 3 per 
23 cent of our whole purchasing budget. 
24 These twe points‘are the main 

: 25 thrusts of the information that we have presented. 

| 26 We have a number of recommendations which I presume 
27 you have read and we will try to answer questions 
28 as well as we can. 
29 THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Esplin, are 


30 you going to treat with your part or do you want 
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to respond to questioning? 


MR. ESPLIN: I would like to 


just respond to questions. I have nothing to say 


4 in summary. 
' DR. JEANNERET: Well, I want 
6 to second what the Chairman said. This is a 
7 remarkably thorough brief and very valuable. 
8 I spent several hours studying it and looking things 
9 up and so on and I would ask you to bear with me 
10 while I ask you a corresponding number of questions

: 25 Just for my information what are the conditions of 
26 access insofar as the general public is concerned? 
27 I am not clear on this. I could have asked you this 
28 at some other time. 
29 DR. BLACKBURN: Anyone may come 


30 into the library and read at any time it is open whic 
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is roughly 95 hours a week. Anyone who is not 
connectedwith the university and wishes to borrow 
may arrange this through paying a deposit and 
either an extra mural fee or a research fee 
Scaled . to the extent of his need as judged by 
himself. There are two scales. of fees. 

DR. JEANNEREET: This gives any 
member of the public, subject to these conditions, 
almost a graduate student privilege? 

DR. BLACKBURN: The research 
student would have a graduate student privilege, 
yes. 

DR. JEANNERET: This is something 
he can apply for? 

DR. BLACKBURN: He can request 
and unless he has offended the university in some 
way he can count on having this privilege. 


DR. JEANNERET: As a matter of 


interest on page 3, when did ten individual requests 


for photocopies become one multiple request? 
Is it practicable to distinguish at all? E 
presume it is not. 

DR. BLACKBURN: I suppose it is 
not if individuals come over a period of time and 
request the same thing. 

DR. JEANNERET: But even in a 
queue? 

DR. BLACKBURN: This, so far as 
I know has not happened. In our two-week sample 


there was one item copied, I think, six times over 
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1 a period of two weeks, 


2 DR, JEANNERET: Well, that 


3 doesn't count. 

“e DR. BLACKBURN: So far as I know 
5 this other thing has not happened. 

6 DR.JEANNERET: It is not a normal 
a problem? 

8 DR. BLACKBURN: It happened one time 
9 in connection with the class of law students 

10 who wanted a dozen copies and threatened to come 

11 and line up and we told them, no dice. 

12 DR. JEANNERET: Do you make the 
13 assumption on the same page that every request for 
14 a single photocopy is a request for the purpose 

15 of research or private study? I am not sure 

16 whether or not that is the assumption that is 

17 implicit in your conclusion. 

18 DR. BLACKBURN: That is implicit, 
19 Sih, Yes. 

20 DR. JEANNERET: And is a request 
21 for one photocopy of each of 40 pages in sequence -- 
22 and this is common -- catalogued in your study, 

23 the two-week sample, as a request for a single 

24 photocopy? 

25 DR. BLACKBURN; One request, yes. 
26 We have itemized the requests separately from the 
27 number of exposures and the number of exposures 

28 is perhaps a little less than the number of pages. 
29 DR. JEANNERET: Here is a point 


30 of copyright that I don't intend to pursue very hard 
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but just as a matter of interest, 2.2 per cent 

of the copies that are made in your sample -- and 
that is still a lot of copies -- were made from 
unpublished Toronto theses, Would those copies 
have been made under any written permission from 
the authors concerned? 

DR. BLACKBURN: Yes, all of them. 

DR. JEANNERET: They would have 
written permission from the authors concerned? 

DR. BLACKBURN: That is right. 

DR.JEANNERET: That is interesting 
because without that permission fair dealing, 
as you know,is impossible? 

DR. BLACKBURN: We refuse to 
copy unless we have written permission. 

DR, JEANNERET: I am interested 
to hear that because I am afraid that is not the 
general situation. On page 8 you indicate that 
in 1970, towards the bottom, you spent for new 
book dealers and agents $175,243.39. Could you 
even approximately indicate what proportion of this 
was spent through so-called exclusive Canadian 
publisher-agents and what proportion was spent 


through one or more book jobbers in Canada?

Unfortunately, we cannot give you 
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those figures. It would involve the analysis 
of thousands upon thousands of invoices. 

DR. JEANNERET: I understand. Don't 
bother about that. 

On page 12 -- we touched upon this 
the other’ day in the meeting we had with you. 
The fact that only 41 per cent of the most active 
American: publishers are exclusively represented 
in Canada, you make that point, drawing your 
In puresi irom L. MP.

I am talking about what we would call commercial 
publishing. As you can see in the list, ther 
is an enormous List of university presses which 
are unrepresented in this country. 

DR. JEANNERET: Those are. tne 
ones that do not have a very large output, with 
Pie exceperton of Chicago or something tike thav, 
Generally speaking this tends to be true. 

MR. ESPLIN: What happens here 
is whereas . we would attempt to buy every 
Civic proauced’ Dy a Widversity press, this is 
cerrvainiy not true of commercial pubdishers. 

DR. JEANNERET: I believe that to 
be 6G. L am only concerned about drawing: the 
conclusion that, because 41 per cent only are 
represented, therefore, 41 per cent of the books 
are avallabie. 

MR. ESPLIN: Where the percentage 
of books is high.

library I visited in Sweden in April, the staff 


was terribly unconcerned about this. Yes, the 
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1 inspectors had come once and had looked at the 
2 flim of the. doen, records, but. that is all it 
3 amounted to. There was no local work or worry 
4 about it. In Denmark, certainly, there is more 
5 bookkeeping to be done by the library. There 
6 was a great deal to be done when the plan first 
7 was instituted because they had to do a complete 
8 inventory in detail, However, since these plans

wcanci navn «countries, they do not involve 
dibvaries.ithat have very much foreign literature 
at all. In Upsala, which is a medium-sized city, 
the, pubic, Library, had«a,.representation, of English, 
German, Pnench tities, literary and technical 
ano artistic. Hrom ascount,.of the systematic 
catalogue, I would estimate that this, did not 
amount to more than 10 per cent of the whole 
library. The reading -public,depends on books in 
the native language so that in Danish public 
libmarztes sealthoughi is Gidinot check this point. 
I would -expect to find mainly Danish editions, 
Danish-language publications, Danish translations, 
as the stock in trade of these libraries. 

DR. JEANNERET: i think that, is 
a very valuable contribution, your observations, 
Dr. Blackburn, and as you rightly say, one could 
undoubtedly create a situation that operated in 
the disinterests of Canadian publishing or 
applied only to Canadian publishing. On the other 


hand, we probably should take a good look at 
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public lending right principles, however funded, 
however administered, as one of various alternatives 
that are open to assisting Canadian publishing and 
authorship. If we did, would you recommend 
we look pretty closely at the Scandinavian systems 
and also the recent British discussions which, 
I believe, are more open-ended than you suggested? 

DR. BLACKBURN: They may be more 
open-ended. I drew my own conclusion about them. 
Obviously the Committee has not yet drawn its 
conclusion. 

DR. JEANNERET: Lord aecles, iis

It does nothing for the 
8 publishers. 
9 DR. JEANNERET: We already 
10 feel that if we were to consider it, we would 
11 have to consider . they do nothing for the 
12 publishers, as yau say, and there would be no 
13 purpose. 
14 DR.BLACKBURN: I think the 
15 Finnish, the Swedish, the Danish, the British 
16 offer nothing to the publishers. The Norwegian 
17 offers something to the publishers in the form of a 
18 guaranteed. market, a minimum number of copies, 
19 but again 2 think this would have to be looked 
20 at closely. When I was there I didn't think 
21 Go adnguire: aboutrithe’ price controls they have 
22 on this arrangement. They do have a royalty 
23 control. 
24 DR. JEANNERET: Sweden has 
25 thrown out the Net Book Agreement, as you know, 
26 the equivalent of a Net Book Agreement, Sweden 
Zi has. 
. 28 DR. BLACKBURN: I was just saying 
2 that in Norway the so-called public lending right 
‘ 30 fund does help the author through an enhanced royalty 
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1 and it gives the publisher a guaranteed market 
) 2 but there must be some price control; otherwise 
3 there could be great abuses of that kind of 
4 system. 
5 DR. JEANNERET: Obviously. There 
6 are two areas which some form of public lending 
7 right might serve to compensate publishers and 
8 authors in a rather interesting way if one 
9 could divine a method of administering it further 
10 on some equitable sampling basis duly checked. 
11 One of these is photocopying and nne of these is 
12 free textbooks, bothof which to some degree, which 
13 nobody has yet measured and you offer the evidence 
14 of one extreme, work against the interests of 
15 authors and publishers. This would be a method 
16 of providing some degree of compensation perhaps 
17 in recognition of this multiple use through single 
sales. I offer that only as an observation 


and by no means as a personal commitment. It is 
something that further justifies when looking 
at a workable form of public lending right which 
need not have anything to do with copyright at all, 
I might perae out. 

DR. BLACKBURN: Well, so far 
as trying to find a handle to this assistance through 
the photocopying I think the incidence of photocopyin 
of Canadian authors would be so scattered and 
such a very, very small part of the whole photo- 
copying picture that the administration costs would 


be many times the benefit that could be derived. 
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1 DR. JEANNERET: Yes, I noticed 

2 that in your one study you pretty well confined 

3 it to the University of Toronto Press publications 
4 but that was not worrying me. 

5 MR. CAMP: These machines are 

6 coin operated, are they, that you are using? 

i) DR. BLACKBURN: The machines in 
8 this study are operated by our staff only. We 

9 have three coin operated machines which we did 

10 not report in this sample because we didn't feel 
11 we could staff them all for two weeks. 

12 MR. CAMP: And there is a charge 
13 too? 

14 DR. BLACKBURN: There is a charge, 
15 yes. 

16 MR. CAMP: Is that a revenuee+ 

17 productive service or is it a loss leader service? 


DR. BLACKBURN: It is a subsidized 
service. The charge of 5 cents a page approximately 
meets the rental and machine cost. We have 
also the staff operating cost and the cost of 
fetching and putting away and so on. 

MR. CAMP: ~You sort of get the 
gross income from it by multiplying five times 
half a million -- would that be too simple 
arithmetic? 

DR. BLACKBURN: This year we 
have taken in something like $50,000. The 
sample here is a year old. This has not quite 


met our machine costs. 
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MR. CAMP: I would think there 


wouldunot. ber toommanyr practical difficulties if 


; 3 you had a charge that covered your operation 
4 and administration as well as some additional 
5 sum which might be available for royalty payments. 
6 It is just as easyivto charge 12 cents as itis 
7 be cents . 
8 DR. BLACKBURN: Mr. Chairman, this 
9 | is a subsidized price for a very firm reason. 
10 There are many photocopying machines in offices 
11 and departments in the university and around the 
12 city of. which many professors and students can 
13 havenpractically free use. They will use our 
14 service because it is quicker and we prefer to- 
a5 have them use our service because we can protect 
16 the material and also we can keep it available. 
17 We subsidize the service and some libraries even 
18 go so far.as to give a free service up to a 
19 certain number of copies per individual in the 
20 yedr;iin order to protect that material and keep 
1 it available. 
22 MR. CAMP: In my own experience 
23 there is no such thing as using a photocopier 


for nothing. Somebody pays for it. 

DR. BLACKBURN: Somebody pays. 

MR. CAMP: They may be moonlightin 
on the photocopier. 

DR. BLACKBURN: But some 
teaching departments have a photocopying machine 


in the office and the professors may use it. 
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1 MR, CAMP: Could I ask you about 
2 the public lending right? When you talk about 

3 the Scandinavian or the Swedish system, is the 

4 author treated the same as the translator? 

5 Does the translator become the author? 

6 DR. BLACKBURN: Eee) ton yosin 

7 Denmark, so far asiI discovered, that there is 

8 any kind of reward for being a translator and 

9 that was not on a per copy basis but it was

11 have no details about this. In the other countries 
12 so far as I know the translators are not helped 

13 in this way. 

14 MR. CAMP: I was just trying to 
15 reconcile in my mind the statement that 90 per 

16 cent of the books are in Swedish and printed 

17 in Sweden but only a small fraction of those would 


have been authored in Sweden. 

DR. BLACKBURN: The great 
majority. 

MR. CAMP: The great majority of 
the books in the library would be of Swedish 
awuthouship? 

DR. BLACKBURN: This is my 
impression, 

DR. JEANNERET: It is just that 
there would be a larger proportion of translation 
than normal, than in our country, say?

responsibility is theirs, I agree. 

DR. BLACKBURN: I would agree, 
sir. I think they have vastly over-estimated 
the potential market, the size of the problem 
and the income they might derive from the 
prevention of buying around. 

MR. CAMP: Might it be different 


in the case of a library of a different kind than 
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yours? 

DR. BLACKBURN: The smaller 
university libraries are probably less inclined 
to acme of print in foreign material than we 
are although I believe you have received a 
brief from the Canadian Association of College 
University Libraries which more or less bears 
out the pattern of what we are presenting here. 

So far as public libraries and school libraries 

are concerned, I really have no information and 

LI think this is one of the difficulties: 

Libraries don't keep their records in a way 

that makes this kind of information readily available. 
Our records are kept for other purposes. 

MR. CAMP: Your records have 
been valuable to us here. Thank you.

15 towards that segment of those firms which relates 
16 to the publishing of books, Canadian books, whether 
17 we should focus on that aspect? I don't know that

DR. JEANNERET: We are going to 
proceed, Mr. Camp and I. The Chairman is engaged 
with matters that happened earlier this afternoon. 
I presume, Mr. Camp, what we would be glad for 
you to do, is for you to review your brief, which 
is a brief one. 

MR. CAMP: Further encapsulate it.

I must say. It was done on a rather tight 
schedule. It was a question of making a comment 
or not a all. .It is more of an impression than 
a research type of brief, obviously. 

| As I stated, I have had a little 
bit of experience as a budding writer,as you wish, 
and when I heard there was gaing to be a Royal 
Commission, I sat down and thought for half an hour 
or so about the problem and I put it into three 
basic compartments: Lack of what I think is 
competitive ability of Canadian publishing firms 
le | Canada, particularly the paperback aspect. 
Obviously this is going to be a big ditto, much 
of what I have said. 

The necessity of maintenance of 
Canadian publishing firms and some suggestions, 
as I saw them, and some possible solutions to 
help solve the problem. 

As I pointed out, there seems to 


be very little in the way of direct subsidiary outlets 
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. for Canddian publishing firms in the States as

just enide in the States and bring them across 
the border. Random House, for instance, does 
that and in other instances such as Doubleday 
will only publish in Canada with a contract with 
a New York firm, so you can't even submit your 
manuscripts in many instances to American 
Subsidiaries in Canada, you have to send them 
across the border. 

| MR. CAMP: Did you take your 


novel td a Canadian publisher first? 

| MR. MARRIOTT: Actually just 
one. Actually I decided to rewrite it on the 
sdoleten of a workshop head at the time. [I 
was going to submit it to the Oberon Press, as 


a matter of fact, the chap who was here this 


morning, but decided to rewrite the book. 
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1 MR. CAMP: But you submitted it 
2 to more than one publisher? 

3 MR. MARRIOTT: Yes, but I must 
4A. say only to one Canadian publisher. A lot of 

5 the small publishing houses are not listed, for 

6 instance, in the Canadian Authors! List which is 
7 compiled by the Canadian Authors! Association and 
8 that is another problem. They are hit both ways. 
9 As I found out this morning when I was here for 
10 about half an hour, not only do they not have 

11 agents and So on but they don't always publish or 
12 go to such organizations as the Canadian Authors! 
13 Association and let it be known there that they 
14 do exist. There is a very small market then 

15 for Canadian writers. They try one or two of 
16 the big ones such as McClelland & Stewart and 

17 then right across the border which seems to be 

18 the usual route. 

19 MR. CAMP: I am interested, though, 
20 in your efforts c @ prospective author as to 
21 whether you received any assisthnce, advice or 
ne help from the publishers that you approached or 
23 Gid you just get a rejection slip? 


MR. MARRIOTT: No, I must say 
that the first time I did not get a: rejection slip 
was from McClelland & Stewart. They did write 
me a letter and they said they felt there was 
some merit in the book. 

MR. CAMP: How long did they keep 


the manuscript? 
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1 MR, MARRIOTT: They kept the 

2 manuscript for two or three months at least, before 
3 if gov 1G back, 

4 MR. CAMP: And did you submit 

5 it to American publishers in Canada? 

6 MR. MARRIOTT: I tried to submit

SUBMISSION OF FRENCH LANGUAGF ADVISORY 
COMMITTEES OF THE OTTAWA AND CARLETON 


BOARDS OF EDUCATION 


MR. POIRIFR: I wish to make 
the following points. I: As the needs of English- 
speaking Canadians * > have been clearly defined 
by the latter it is’ of great importance that 
we of French-speaking expression have received 
the legal rights in our public and high schools 
and’ in'high ¢chools it is; as’ you know, public 
schools, French-language public schools we would 
Lice *to*potnu-out that Ut ae LOpecai, “Li NOt 
imperative, that the Ontario Government follow 
through its legislative support by granting 
the necessary funds to give financial aid to 
authors, to publishers and libraries to encourage 
the composing, the drawing up, the publication and 
the availability of school texts as well as 
reference texts in French, 


We would also like to point out 
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the necessity which the Ontario Government must 
undertake to financially aid school boards to 
allow them to grant teachers necessary leave 
of absences, sometimes called a sabbatical 
leave of absence, for the preparation, of teaching 
raters in French, teaching materials adapted 
to,our needs in Ontario. 

We would also like this government 
to offer a certain kind of leadership. We 
feel that some of our officials whom we sometimes 
call the very well paid officials undertake a 
certain co-ordination throughout French-speaking 
Ontario fr, as you Know, we are spread out across 
the province in the eastern part, in the north 
and here in Ottawa. A co-ordination to prevent 
the best hearing of efforts. 

I clearly see that this government 
could initiate regional teams and co-ordinate 
their efforts. Finally, we would like to see 
the Ontario Government initiate a much closer co- 
operation between the Federal Government and 
the Royal Commission such as the CBS and the 
Department of Education as well ae the Department 
of University Affairs of Ontario so as that 
provincial institutions have access to the material 
which the societies have. 

UALS yin yonies Mn. Chairman, 
is what the Advisory Committees of Ottawa Sac 
Carleton have wanted to point out today. 


DR. JEANNFRET: Mr. Poirier, at 
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page 3 of the French text it says, there is a 
recommendation that the Ontario Government 
financially aid by grants or subsidies authors 
interested in translation or better still the 
drawing up of school texts or reference texts. 
Could you please distinguish for us between texts 
which should be translated and those which 
should be prepared or drawn up again? 

MR. POIRIER: We see, 
Mr. Chairman, that in every case it is not 
necessary to re-invent the text since there 
are excellent texts in English which only make 
a translation necessary or at times an adaptation 
and a good translator does an adaptation rather 
than a translation. Therefore, we would bec 
saving a lot of money and energy by doing this. 
There is right now excellent school texts which 
are accessible to high school and public school 
teachers in Ontario and with a slight adaptation 
to include Franco-Ontarian culture could be 
used in classes, 

DR. JEANNERET: You are speaking 
of texts coming from where? 

MR. POIRIER: “IT am speaking 
of school texts written for Ontario schools, 
English-speaking schools. It would be ideal, of 
course,if these texts would be invented, created, 
initiated by French-speaking people who know 
the cultural context of French Ontario but as 


I have said it is not always necessary to recreate 
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1 but it can be readapted and a certain amount of 

2 readaptation has been done of sertain material 

3 which was originally Fnglish which are now 

4 available to French schools since they have been 
5 adapted. 

6 DR. JEANNERET: In your opinion 
7 is there a large number of translators, authors, 
8 who are French-speaking in Ontario» to do this? 

9 MR. POIRIER: You know, as 

10 far es school texts are concerned, I think that 
11 the best authors are the teachers themselves. 

12 They know the subject treated, they have a lot 

13 of experience, they know the school curricula which 
14 more and more are left up to the school regional 
15 boards. What they lack sometimes is time and 

16 financial encouragement so as to make or create 
17 themselves these texts. As far as translators 


are concerned we have in Ottawa at the Secretary 
of State a large number of excellent translators 
who could be loaned to the provincial school 
boards to adapt or translate very good English 
texts. 

DR. JEANNERET: And as you have 
told us if there are great problems for publishers, 
for English-speaking people there are huge 
problems for French-speaking groups. There is 
no doubt about that. But there also exists 
the problem that there are not enough writers, 
English-speaking writers, that is what we have 


found out for ourselves and I suppose that there 
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would also be a shortage, a more serious problem 
in the French-speaking sector, that is, finding 
authors who would be sufficiently organized to 
once again prepare new texts. There would be 
problems there, 

MR. POIRIER:, | You*are right, 
Mr. Chairman, but in certain school boards there 
already exists, especially in city school boards, 
teachers who have prepared lecture notes, very 
important and impressive ones, and in this 
case it would only be necessary to add a final 


touch so that they could be published. 


DR. JEANNERET: When you suggest 


that the Commission encourage agreement between 
international publishing companies for the 
Spreading of teaching films in French, you are 
speaking of an agreement between which parties? 
MR. POIRIER: I am speaking 
of an agreement between the Secretary of State 
for the Canadian part, I am speaking of an 
agreement between the Canadian Government and 
French publishing companies such as Juneau 
and perhaps even Belgium and other French- 
Speaking countries and with Quebec companies as 
well. I did not want to exclude them: I 
felt that that was understood. 
Quebec publishing companies, 
first of all I would say, should be consulted 
Since Quebec books -- bear in mind the French- 


Canadian context with slight adaptations -- these 
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books can perhaps sometimes be used in French 
Ontario schools, but now I would like to caution 
you. We should not believe that because the 
book was written by a Quebec author that it is 
adapted or useful for Franco-Ontarians. Luckily 
or unfortunately, I don't know, the Franco- 


Ontarian is not a Quebecker: He is a person quite 


different from the cultural point of view. 


Of course, we will have to go 
and gather material in Quebec. We need Quebec 
a little bit like Quebec needs France since in 
eauon Ontario we do not have cultural resources 
sufficient for survival. We need Quebec but 
we showld not believe that these are the 
only resources available, I feel that there are 
other resources and governments of French 
countries are making available their resources 
and are co-operating with us. 

For example, last year a group 
of students which I represent at Algonquin College 
Applied Arts and Technology. This group of 
students who were specialized in travel went 
for a study trip “in France < This group was 
offered much technical aid and even financial 
aid by the French Government, And once in 
Europe the students had available to them 
advisors. The trip was very fruitful and I feel 
that French Ontario, as well as English Ontario, 
benefited from this trip. This trip was 


subsidized by Ontario and by the Secretary of State. 
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DR. JEANNERET: This ae my Last 
aeeeren Could you give us a few comparisons 
between prices of texts published here in Ontario, 
in Quebec and in France, the three areas? 

Deol RL ER: I’ see the texts 
translated in Ontario are slightly more expensive 
than French texts in Quebec. Those who were 
adopted, of course, we had to pay the services 
of the translator, as well as a salary for the 
authors. The market is much more limited. 

French books are difficult to use. .They are 
very expensive. Last week I had a small 
technical dictionary sent from France. It was 
about 150 pages wath paper covers and this book 
cost me $10 really. 

DR. JEANNERET: What are you 
expecting in the future because of recent 
Legislation? 

MR. .POLRIER: Well, I would rather 
read this morning's Globe and Mail before 
pronouncing myselr. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Lf vou resd this 
morning's Globe and Mail, we want to correct part 
of the record, which we will do shortly. 

MR. CAMP: Mr. Poirier, would you 
expand a little on recommendation 6? Are you 
talking about libraries in French-speaking schools, 
or are you addressing yourself to all libraries 
in which there would be some Francophone patronage? 
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first of all, French-speaking libraries in schools, 
elementary and secondary, and I believe the 

School boards, the Boards of Education are now 

able to provide more assistance than previously 

to school boards where there is provided instruction 
in French because of the federal help. The 
Secretary of State will be providing, as we know, 
$300 million to the provinces who are providing 
instruction in the second language. Our Board 

of Education in Ottawa has received an important 
Sum this year, as has Algonquin College. We 

could call thosebilingual funds. I was referring, 
first of all, to financial help to school boards 
which provide instruction in French. 

I .wwas then referring to municipal 
libraries where there is a significant concentration 
ae French-speaking citizens in Ontario. Therefore, 
Ottawa, Timmins, Sudbury, Cornwall, Windsor, 
et cetera. Financial assistance also, in some 
cases to almost duplicate the services where the 
library technician who is serving the English 
public may not be bilingual. In that case, 
since we want to continue full pay policy and 
certainly not fire the non-bilingual: technician, 
we would need to hire a French-speaking technician 
to serve the French public and, therefore, the 
cost is higher because of the bilingual clientele. 
Iwas, in fact, referring to our libraries. 

MR. CAMP: I understand, though,

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subsidies would be equivalent to those given to

I certainly agree that much more of this has to 
be done if we are going to develop into a 
bicultural society and not a dual culture or 
two, you know, parallel cultures that don't speak 
to one another!” TI think, indéed, if we could 

at all adapt or translate Robert Frost, for 
instance, and have the French-speaking citizens 
enjoy him, it would be great. I think this is 
perhaps not as necessary there as it might be 
tohave French authors translated and adapted 

into English, since, as we know, many Franco-Ontarian 
have a good enough grasp of English to enjoy 

to a certain extent, people like Frost. There 
are not too many people around who can do this 
sort of thing, as the Chairman pointed out a 
moment ago.

23 of their material availableand the problem is 


lesser, but I understand still that we can't 

get anything that we want, nor can we —- thie is 
where I think the problem resides -- nor do 

we have access to their services for the production 


of films in Frenchs 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Thisyds a 
problem which resides also with those who are 
English-speaking: They can't get access either 
on that basis. 

MRw POIRIER: <I understand 
because it has to do with educatimand education 
being a provincial thing -- 

MR. CAMP: The Chairman understands 
that but I don't. What do you mean by having 
access to you? 

MR. POIRIER: Suppose the 
Ottawa Board of Fducation needed the kind of 
Specialized help that only a Crown Corporation 
has for the production of a very special film. 
Requests have been made and the requests have 
been turned down for technical assistants. 

There is a kind of expertise in these Crown 
Corporations that no school oa deka a abtorad., 
apparatus and so on that most school boards can't 
afford. If we make an abstraction of large 
centres such as Ottawa or Toronto and think of 
the smaller centres, they will never be able to 
afford a television service such as we have in 
Ottawa and if they had access to the expertise 
that is available in Crown Corporations I 

think our students, who are indeed Canadians, 
would benefit from this. 

DR. JEANNERET: Are you in favour 
of introducing the idea of an obligatory licence 


for royalties so as to give automatic permission to 
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1 schools, a certain permit would be made, of 

2 course, but without making it necessary for 

3 obtaining permission. 

4 MR. POIRIFR: Yes, provided 

5 the author makes sure he is paid. Yes, I am 

6 in agreement. Perhaps it is my Latin temperment 
7 which gives very eaBily before: the necessity of 
8 forcing people to do something but I think that 

9 the whole population should have available for 

10 itself the expertise of these authors who have 

11 very often received subsidies from the government. 
12 DR. JEANNERET: For computers 
13 it is necessary to do the same thing too. 

14 MR. CAMP: I jHes wanted to ask 
15 one more question on No. 7 and that is, have 

16 you approached the ETV with any specific request 
17 or proposal for assistance? 


MR. POIRIER: The Ottawa 
Board of Education has received excellent co- 
operation from the Ontario Department of 
Educational Services and continues to do so and 
So the problem is not so serious there. We 
are getting very, very good co-operation indeed 
from the Ontario Department of Fducation but 
when they are ready to provide it. 

MR. CAMP: I see, thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: In this 
connection, then, what discussions have you had 
in relation to the urgency of what you are

a representative of the Department of Education 
whose responsibility it is to look after television 
Services in the schools in Fastern Ontario. We 
have had a dialogue with them and we hope that 
things will loosen up.

Mr. Chairman -- 50 years along this line. 
What we need in Toronto is Francophone leadership 
and I will be more specific, I mean an Assistant 
Deputy Minister of Fducation who understands our 
problems, who'is preferably Frarcophone and who 
will see to it that leadership is provided to 
French education in Ontario. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Have you put 
forward this proposition to anyone in the 


Government of Ontario? 
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MR. POIRIER: I have met with 
the Council of the Ontario French Advisory 
Committees, last year when Mr. Davis was in 
office and presented him with a brief. We even 
gave him a copy of the Organizational Chart 
which suggested how perhaps the Department of 
Education could be reorganized to better represent, 
better look after tne needs of French Ontario 
and Chis iS mot a precedent, Mr, Chairman: In 
the Province of Quebec the Department of Education 
has an Associate Deputy Minister who looks after 
the needs of Anglophones. I even think he is 
Protestant. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, that is 
a remarkable combination. If you have access 
to that brief that you presented to Mr. Davis, 
yaimight be kind enough to let us have a copy 
for our further edification.

THE CHAIRMAN: There is only one 
point in closing. In your English-language brief 
you say that we live in America and I think you 
are referring there to the fact that we live on 
the North American Continent?

wonder, “[nank you very much, Mr. Poirier for 


coming. We appreciate having your brief. You have 
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explained your brief very well indeed and we hope 

to hear further from you in connection with the 

material we would like to have. 

MR. POIRIER: Thank you, 

Mr. Chairman, thank you indeed. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I would like, before 
we get to the next brief, to make a comment on 
behalf of my colleagues and myself concerning an 
article in the Globe and Mail today, just for the 
record, the last paragraph of the report on page 2. 
It says this: 

: The Commissioners several times 
expressed doubt that newspapers 
will give full coverage to their 
work and recommendations as they 
are sold at newsstands." 

It is not clear whether the Commissioners are sold 

at newsstands or whatever but we did not say this, 

either directly or indirectly at any time in the 
presence of the press or otherwise yesterday or 


at any other time. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Now we have with 
us representatives of the Canadian Teachers! 
Federation, Mr. Peter Fieger, President and 
Miss Geraldine Channon, Fxecutive Secretary. We 
have in the usual way read your brief. Would 


SUBMISSION OF CANADIAN TEACHERS' FEDERATION 
you touch the high points and we will discuss it 
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with you if we might? 

MR. FIEGER: Yes, Mr. Chairman, 
wee would like to read a bit from the brief and then 
we can turn to the recommendations and go on with 
those. We also have with us this morning, 

Mr. Chairman, Mr. Norman Goble, the Secretary General 
of the Canadian Teachers! Federation and 
Mr. Russ Mosher the Deputy Secretary. 

The purpose of this brief is 
to present to theCommission some of the developments 
in the field of teaching which have implications 
for Canadian publishers of educational materials. 

In particular, we stress the movement toward 
ie use of many learning aids from a variety 
of sources,,and the consequent change in the 
concept of the "textbook". Problems of small 
specialized markets are discussed, as well as 

the continuing need for material which is 
specifically Canadian in content. 

It is suggested that primary 
responsibility for the development of Canadian 
textbooks and other materials should rest with 
research institutes, universities, teachers! 
associations and individual scholars. It is 
further suggested that this work be encouraged 
through incentive programs financed by cost-sharing 
agreements among the senior levels of government. 
The implications for Canadian publishers of this 
approach to development are also discussed. 


Then, turning to the body of the 
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briereitselt: 

The Canadian Teachers! 
Federation welcomes this 
opportunity to make a presentation 
to a commission which, while based 
in Ontario, is studying matters of 
importance to all of Canada. The 
Federatinn's membership is composed 
eres iprovineialiand ténritorial 
teachers! associations, representin 
approximately 205,000 teachers. 
Both the Federation and its members 
are active in the publishing field 
and are therefore familiar with 
some of its problems, although they 
do not generally operate ona 
profit-m&king basis. 

Our primary purpose in 
appearing before the Commission 
is to bring to its a&tention some 
of the trends in teaching which ha 
implications for the beok 
publishing industry in Canada.” 
THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Fieger, 
you are launching into a reading of your brief. I 
hope that you are just going to touch high points 
because we, having read the brief, want to get at 
you in terms of the discussion which will be much 
more fruitful. 


MR. FIEGER: If it would serve your 
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purposes better, Mr. Chairman, I would like to reac 

part of page 2 of the brief and then we can 

directly to the recommendations. 

S The steady demand for 
good materials in areas where the 
total number of potential users 
may be insufficient to support 
commercial operations may be 
readily Lllustrated., The .¢cTY 
French Language Commission has 
expressed a continuing concern 
regarding et ee of good 
textbooks for use by teachers 
teaching in French. Many of the 
textbooks are translations of 
English language books, not 
necessarily even good translations. 
In other cases textbooks developed 
in other countries must be used, 
although they may not suit 
Canadian courses of study. In 
general, it may be said that there 
is a strong need for textbooks and 
related materials developed for 
and by French-speaking Canadian 
teachers. 

Concern for disadvantaged 
ethnic and cultural groups has 
pointed up the inadequacy of 


textbooks for the use of 'average! 
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children. Studies undertaken 

by the Federation and others have 
demonstrated the extreme severity 
of the educational problems of 
Canada's native peoples. Although 
the problems are severe, the number 
of children involved is relatively 
small. Thus the market may be too 
limited for commercial activity. 
Yet. it is#plaingtha tacourse 
materials developed for urban 
children in southern Canada have 
little meaning for native children 
whose environment, culture and 
language are radically different. 
A resolution of this problem must 
be found if the education of these 
children is to be significantly 


improved." 


A And with that I would like to go on to the 


recommendations. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I wonder if that 


principle also extends to the children who are in 


Canada south and those who are in the United 


States? 


MR. FIEGER: I think so, yes, 


if you are referring to native children. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I don't know, 


what is a native child in your interpretation? 


DR. JEANNERET: There is some 
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question as to whether or not the market is too 
limited anyway for commercial activity quite 
apart from these special groups as you realize. 

MR. FIEGER: Right. 

Then, if you have particular questions you would 
like to ask with regard to the recommendations, 
we will see what we can do about fielding them 
£Oxy you. 

MR. CAMP: Well, I am interested 
in the observation and {it is I guess only that 
on page 8 that you have some concern that the 
disappearance of Canadian-owned publishing 
houses may make it impossible rather than merely 
difficult to obtain Canadian textbooks which are 
needed. I would think you would agree that so 
long as there is a Circular 14 there is some 
guarantee of there being Canadian textbooks 
regardless of the domicile of the publisher, perhaps 
even-a™ better” one * 

THE CHAIRMAN: That is a question, 
Do you agree? 

MR. FIEGER: I don't agree, 

MR. CAMP: I am interested in 
your disagreement. 

MR. *IEGER: I don't agree that 
you can protect the writing of Canadian textbooks 
by legislative ordinance. You have to develop 
the writers. 


MR. CAMP: Oh, yes, but in order to 
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develop the writers you have to conserve the 
publishing houses, that is to say, necessarily 
what we would call the indigenous publishing 
houses which is, as we say, the thrust of your 
ietemeut. It is a good question. 

MR. FLBGER? (if think that it is 
not neeessarily a condition of it. 

MR. CAMP: ‘But this is one of 
the things, I suppose, that one has to determine 
in trying to make recommendations as to what 
is in the interests of the publishing industry 
in this country, the fact that if the Teachers! 
Federation were to say that if there were not 
Canadian publishing houses, that is indigenous 
Canadian publishing houses, it might become 
impossible to obtain Canadian textbooks for the 
schools. @onsidering the authority for that 
statement, this would have quite a profound effect 
on your argument, if you wish to make it. 

MISS CHANNON: I might say that 
is almost a direct quote from one of our Teachers! 
Associations, They are definitely concerned 
in that manner. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What did they 
say? 

MIS CHANNON: Exactly that, 
that they were worried about publishing houses 
in Canada disappearing and the fact then that they 
would then have no way to push for Canadian 


materials. 
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1 MR, CAMP: This may be a little 
2 apart from your brief, I don't think it is, but 
3 we have had opinions expressed here frequently 

4 with regard to the researching and preparation of 
5 textbooks and textbook materials by teachers, 

6 that some special consideration ought to be given, 
7 some special terms ought to be established and 

8 then we have had others say that people who want 
9 to write or are inspired to write and regardless 
10 of the conditions, the rewards to them are guch 

11 that they will anyway. I would be very interested 
12 in your opinion and judgment as to what you would

MISS CHANNON: Well, I think -- 
we fad several reasons for making this kind 
OF supeestion. We were concerned, perhaps, 
that there was not sufficient encouragement of 
the very specialized materials that are needed 
and, therefore, we thought that developmental 
grants should. go, to, people directly in the 


educational fields. 
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We also felt that much developmental work 

Should be research based and this would suggest 
developmental work in research institutes. 

We also perhaps felt that publishers might choose 
to develop certain materials simply on the basis 
of commercial considerations, you know, will 

it sell=rather than is it needed and that 


therefore incentives to development of really needed 


materials should be put into the heart of the 
educational system. This suggested then that 
the publishers might reorient their role towards 
locating these materials that were being developed 
within the educational systems through incentive 
programs and that they would devote their 


creative energies to locating them, keeping 


all these multitudes of materials straight somehow, 
making them available in quantities desired 
and so on. 

DR. JEANNERET: Yes bat you 
can't assign to the commercial publisher 
solely the job of housekeeping and servicing 
because by the very nature of the’problem which 
you recognize -- and it is a very creative 
approach -- there are practical decisions to be 
ma'des ir inancia LP *decls Tones to ‘bes made. 

Quite obviously at the present 
time it may be impractical, uncommercial even 
to proceed with a project that peteesiens tly would 
be very desirable but if you could integrate the 


publishers in this decision and understand this, 
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1 then you can say, "We must go ahead with this

13 MISS CHANNON: Yes, I don't

but it is difficult to say exactly how to do 
this until you try some new ways. Right now 
they are not quite in tune and we want to bring 
them back into some kind of tune.

clear something up? You said that the publishing 
decisions in educational fields based on the 
question of whether it would sell rather than 
is it needed. I have seen the teachers do all 
the purchasing. Are you saying they are buying 
things they don't need?

THE CHAIRMAN: I was intewested 
in the approach of your brief which speaks, as 
many briefs, haverdone, about, the.scale, if. you 
will, of research and the scale input that 
educational material achieves in the United States 
and in one or two ways you speak of this 


highly. I wonder -- you say one or two things 
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which ring philosophical bells in this connection. 

It seems evident that the 
trend in education is towards a 
certain untidiness and indefinite- 
ness and unevenness in the 
demand for resource materials." 

I am not going to quarrel with that because I 

personally concur and I think it is one of the 

reasons that the textbook publishing sector of 

the Canadian industry is in difficulty, because of 

the untidiness and indefiniteness. 

' It is inevitable that this should 
be so if the schools are to 
provide for individualization, 
independent study and the pursuit 
of individual student interests." 

It seems to me that our society is made up of 

people living and working together as wall as 

being individuals but this is the area where I 

detect a very strong input from the United States 

and I am wondering when you say that the popularity 
of materials prepared by companies outside of 

Canada which have been willing to experiment. with 

new concepts, for example, transparency,slides 

and tapes, whether in this context there is any 

evidence atjall of ‘this that'is ‘going on that 

everybody thinks is so marvellous is really 
producing a result which is marvellous also? 
MISS CHANNON: Would you like us 


to give you our criteria for the result? This 
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is the problem, is it not? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, I wondered 
if you would comment on whether you think that 
because material is produced in the United States 
that ett: isi good poer ‘se% 

MISS CHANNON: No, absolutely 
not. In fact, a point that has not come up 
that maybe comes around the edges is, Lethink, 

a very evident concern in the United States and 
to some degree in Canada, that big business is 
trying to grab hold of education wherever it can 
get hold of the coat-tails and people are afraid 
of some of the things that are proposed and you 
find this happening in program instructiony for 
example, where people are trying to sell a 
product which La aeemetiben’y shoddy. 

DR. JEANNERET: Where has 
program instruction gone? That is bad business 
today. 

MISS CHANNON: It has disappeared 
in what is called computer assisted instruction 
now, which is basically the same thing, 1. had 
an experience in Stanford in California where 
I was talking to the Computer Curriculum Company 
which is run by people who are active in developing 
CAI. They told me that they were doing a program 
in language arts which was very nice and the way 
that they did it was to take all the language 
arts textbooks in the United States, the most 


popular ones anyway, and pull out of this the 
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1 | common denominator of curriculum and they fed 

2 this into their computer program which was very 

3 fine except there is simply no research evidence 
4 to show that learning all this grammar has any 

5 effect on how you learn at all. 

6 DR, JEANNERET: That is skill, 
7 not learning.

members of our Assoch&ation have become aware of 
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the problems which we now face. In the brief, 
which we are presenting, it concerns mostly 
the situation of French-speaking people in Ontario. 
We have a few broad outlines which are linked 
With’ Tiniancial aid.” “First of al1;"the civents , 
teaching writers of French schools. pecause of 
the small number of French students and because 
of numerous changes in the curriculum and the 
changes of school texts in class because now 
we no longer use one single text for day to day 
use, more and more a wide assortment of texts 
are used in classes which are available to 
students and students go from one text to 
another so that there are no more one single 
texts, but a series of books “for -sroups of 
students who come into the class. Therefore, 
the number of texts is smaller. 

furthermore, “in high schools 
we have more and more choices and because of 
individualization there are more possibilities 
and the small number of high school French-speaking 
Students are dividing themselves into a series 
of choices. Therefore, the-books are of small 
choice in this matter. They have competition 
with foreign publishing companies. 

Circular 14, which gives a list 
of texts which can be used, is the Bible of 
our school boards and we must use the texts

1 refused by the authorities of the Department of 
2 Education anc because the number of students is 

3 small, it is not profitable to publish a new 

4 text each year. Therefore, there must be a 

5 delay and this causes a wide number of expenses. 
6 Therefore, these factors influence the authors 
“f who very often are in intolerable situations to 
8 publish texts. They sometimes have to abandon 
9 thelr JObmom te publish om write Gheipnuwtexts 

10 while still part of the school board. They 

il cannot hope to profit from these, the production 
12 of these texts because of royalties and the 

13 sales and volume of sales. 

14 The texts have also to be 

15 accepted by the Board of Education afterwards. 
16 Actually, we are using a lot of 
17 our French texts from France and Quebec. 


Very often we observe that the cost of French 
text is very high, even when they are translations 
we have to pay $1 or $2 more than the original 
text.dn, Eiglish. 

Bivs hi .0t- didn, <and above: alia. In 
French schools we must use English and French 
texts both, since we do not have a sufficient 
number of French texts, which adds to the 
school board's expenses concerning French schools. 
Our recommendations, we recommend that the 
Board of Education retain its criteria for 
the.aporoval wf, texts. We propose, however, 


certain, changes. First of all, we would like 
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the approval of French texts to be made by 
French-language superintendents of the Department 
of Education. Currently, I think you know that 
we have a few superintendents at the curriculum 
level in Toronto: There are four of French- 
language who have to look after different matters, 
but they do not represent the final authority 
im the! choice of texts, even if they are French 
texts. These! texts are accepted by someone 
above them. The Deputy Minister -- I am not 
talking about the Deputy Minister or the Minister, 
but someone below them. When texts are studied, 
in order to be accepted, they are studied by 
different teachers: sand so the formulae, used 
to evaluate them are made in English. Therefore, 
problems exist at the level of approving the 
French texts. 

Furthermore, in «Circular 14 
ali, texts, be they French or English, arne»put 
together and we feel that there should be 
separate sections for French texts and another 
section for English texts so as to find them 
more easily and we can also note the small 
numberisofvaccepted: Prench texts. Furthermore, 
on the local level the school principal must 
submit hiss choobelist toethe superintendent. 
If there is no superintendent at the School Board, we 
worlds dike if that: listsecould be directly 
submitted to the French language superintendent 


of the Department of Education. This is the 
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first series of recommendations. 

Do you*have Many “questions in this 
section, or would you like me to continue’ the 
resume? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Please continue. 

MR. -GAUDHIER: We found it 
very important, even vital for French education 
that the Department of Education set up a 
study commission on French texts. This commission 
could be made up of representatives of the 
Department of Education, professional associations 
and the faculty of education at the University 
of Ottawa representing universities or training 
schools for teachers and other interested parties. 
The mandate of this commission could be as follows: 

Make a list of French texts 
available for French-Ontario schools, determine 
the most urgent needs, plan long-term needs, 
Suggest in each case the adaptation, translation 
or thecreation of French texts. We realize 
in certain fields there are English texts 
which are very good, which are very well 
prepared and which could serve ~.when translated 
and adapted into French. 

This Commission should also 
present guidelines for better cooperation 
between the Departments and for wider distribution 
of’ French’ texts% Because of the small number 
of French-speaking people in Ontario, we should 


have better cooperation between the different 
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1 provinces, especially the provinces where French 
2 Lsvin a minor. ye We should suggest an. 

3 efficient way of grants for French texts. 

4 We mentioned previously that in 

5 French schools there were more texts needed. 

6 Therefore, we need them, and if French texts 

7 cost, mores therefore, we ishouldhbear ,ali, this 

8 in mind. 

9 In the following section we 

10 suggest a fund for texts, a special fund whose 
11 objective would be to financially aid authors 

12 and Canadian publishing companies. The Department 
13 of Education :could ask the publishing companies 
14] to present their books which would not be 

15 profitable. At this time different Canadian 

16 publishing companies could be asked to publish 
17 texts and ask for subsidies from the government. 


This way we would respect the principle of 

free enterprise and still print texts which 
normally would not be published. 

Concerning the authors, we would 

like the Department of Bducation, supported or 
not by.federai departments such as the Arts 
Council or Council of Ministers, to pay salaries 
of teaching writers and financially aid authors 
who would be ready to sacrifice their free time 
and stay in the school council so as to write 
texts as well as paying special costs coming 
from printing. In order to publish these texts 


the School Board should grant leave without pay 
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VOVCNESS writers: 

MR. CAMP: Without pay? Leave 
without pay? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Rights? This is 
leave without pay. We believe that the province 
or the Department of Education would provide the 
pay, in order to enable these teacher-authors 
to produce textbooks instead of adding the school. 
poarda's pay, pees in the case ~- these authors 
eould be, for example, you know, teaching in a 
very small school board, for example, because 
you don't necessarily get the best authors in 
the larger school boards and so on. A small 
school board could not possibly pay a person 
to free, him. 

MR. CAMP: Someone else would pay. 

MA. GAUTHIER: TMieat Ls. right. 

The Department of Education would pay. I believe 
this is a bit different, but this is another 
way. 

MR. CAMP: I understand. I am 
BOrry To: inverrupt. 

MR. GAUTHIER: That is okay. 

Also, since we are speaking of 
protecting Canadian publishing companies, we 
propose that the federal government impose a 
special tax for companies in Canada who are 
not controlled by more than 50 per cent 
Canadians. Nore than, 50 per cent is 


controlled by Canadians, there would be no tax 
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1 proposed. Furthermore, as the French-Canadian 


2 Teachers Association has mentioned, we advocate 


4 be very expensive, such as pocketbooks or 
s brochures, something that could easily be 


3 the publishing of small texts which would not 
6 reproduced and these were our main recommendations. 
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: DR. JEANNERET: This is a 

2 very interesting submission. At page 4, at 

3 the beginning, you are speaking of the risk of 

4 not receiving official sanction by the Department 
5 of Education which would permit a book to be

7 books are they chosen from Quebec or Ontario? 

8 MR,GAUTHIER: Here we are speaking 
9 of a text published in Canada or produced locally, 
10 Por oxampLe, In” Ontario, Someone who publishes 
11 such a text now is not guaranteed that it will 

12 answer the requirements of the circular. 

13 DR.JEANNERET: You encourage 

14 French texts, French translations, prepared in 

15 Canada of English texts? You speak of 

16 


difficulties in the past concerning Circular 14. 
17 Could you submit to the Commission a list of 
the efforts and the submissions you have made 
in an effort to obtain the approval of the 
Department which were not successful in the past? 
Have many texts been prepared with the intention 
of having them included in Circular 14 and have 
these texts been refused or is it a lack of 
encouragement rather for future preparation? 

MR, GAUTHIER: In certain cases 
what can happen is that someone writes a text, 
he starts from nothing and in the past we have 
had people who have written texts and I don't 
actually know of cases where a text has ever been 


refused. 
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DR, JEANNERET: Were they 


refused? 

MR, GAUTHIER: No, £ don't know 
of any. 

DR. JEANNERET: I think it is quite 
rare, 


MR. GAWTHIER: What can happen 
is that @xts are used in other places, for example, 
in Quebec. I think that what publishing companies 
in Quebec do when they publish a text is, to 
send a certain number of copies to the Ontario 
Department of Education and from there the 
department sends copies to six teachers who are 
in charge of studying them and submitting comments 
and that is where texts are either refused or 
accepted. 

DR. JEANNERET: I think you 
are in favour of having the government appoint 
a deputy minister, as Mr. Poirier suggested this 
morning. Are you in favour of this? 

MR. GAUTHIER: VeSe 7 ) Ulloa. 
now French-speaking people have had no one 
responsible who could correspond to their needs 
and it is necessary that we have one person within 
a high framework who could make decisions and 
study the needs of French-speaking people. 

DR, dAANNERET: Therefore, you 
need co-ordination between the two sides, and 
this might be a problem at certain levels. 


This is hard to say. We suggest an efficient way 
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of grants to allow ssvhool boards to buy French 
school texts. Today we were talking about the 
idea of separating aid for buying texts and 
other educational costs. Are you in favour of 
separating these two as happened before 19609? 

MR. GAUTHIER: No, not 
necessarily. What is actually happening is that 
the federal government gives the provinces several 
millions of dollars which after have to go 
to the schoml boards in order to encourage 
bilingualism and I think that in the majority of 
cases this money is used for different needs. 

We would like a certain formula, perhaps a little 
stricter, which would allow French schools to 
have a higher budget when it comes to these 
expenses for texts. 

DR. JEANNERET: It was 
suggested $3 per student in divi schools. 

MR, GAUTHIFR: Was this not for 
libraries? 

DR. JEANNERET: Subsidies for 
buying books. 

MR, GAUTHIER: Is this not 
separated now? 

DR. JEANNERET: No, it isn't. 
Are you in favour of separating this because it 
is hard to measure? 

MR. GAUTHIER: No, I am not 
in favour of separating them but I think the 


Department of Education should provide subsidies or 
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1 supplementary subsidies to the school boards 

2 who have within their board, French schools. 

3 This happens in Ottawa where French schools 

4 receive more grants than English schools for 

5 buying texts. 

6 DR. JEANNERET: When you speak 
7 of grants to allow the boards to buy texts, 

8 are you speaking of films and tapes et cetera? 

9 MR, GAUTHIER: Yes. 

10 DR. JEANNERET: Generally, 

11 would you like Ontario publishing companies to 
12 be more interested in the publishing of French 
13 texts? There is a question between the 

14 Ontario publishers which you would like? 

15 MR, GAUTHIER: I think we 

16 could expect more from Ontario publishing 

17 companies, that they publish more texts, that they 


publish more texts. There is very good co- 
ordination at a higher level. That is why we 
would like to see a Commission within the Board 
of Education which would see to all the needs 
and from there I think we could establish a 
much better system for publishing texts, because 
if we wait for people to propose themselves for 
writing texts this will not work. 

We need finally so that these 
books will become profitable and that they are 
published. 

If you will allow me I would like 


to point out that one of the members in this room 
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had one of his texts refused. 

DR. JEANNERET: You can give 
us the information in private. 

MR. GAUTHIFR: Mr.Belanger would 
like to speak. 

MR, BELANGER: I would like 
to bring further clarification. You have just 
mentioned that publishers in Ontario don't understand 
the Franco-Ontario problems. I think the problem 
is rather economic. It is a question of supply 
and demand and for a publisher if he wants to 
publish-it has to be profitable. I would like 
to come back to the part which we discussed 
before when you asked the question, are we in 
favour of the same policy for French and English 
texts and we answered, yes. 

However, section C, which 
concerns the criteria for texts, in this section We 
have a- suggestion which would allow a minority, 
the Franco-Ontarians, to go beyond the supply and 
demand and to allow the publishers to publish 
French texts. This is section C, which for 
us is very important. Such a section could not 
exist if nothing is done in this direction 
then I think we should have a different solution 


for Franco-Ontarians. This is not the ideal 


' solution: It is not what we advocate right away. 


DR. JEANNERET: Anyway as 
we have already noticed this morning problems 


of publishing for English Canadians exist and 
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these problems are much greater even for Franco- 
Ontarians. 

MR. CAMP: The same but larger. 
Can you tell me if there is any ‘difference, 
any Significant difference, in the teacher-pupil 
ratio in the French language schools as compared 
to the English schools? 

MR, GAUTHIER: No, basically 
it is the same ratio. We have to go in the 
Same pupil-teacher ratio that the guidelines set 
out. 

MR. CAMP: Something there got 
lost in the translation but I understood you to 
say that with regard to the submission of 
textbooks for approval or otherwise on Circular 14, 
someone higher-up decides other than the local 
school board or the supervisor and then you said 
that texts from Quebec, I believe you said, be 
submitted to a committee of teachers or a panel 
of teachers. Is that correct and they would make 
a recommendation? 

MR, GAUTHIER: No, it is not 
really a panel. For example, if a book is 
produced in Quebec or any place else and they are 
interested in selling it in Ontario, what they 
de now, I believe, is send in so many copies of 
the textbook and there is someone at the Department 
of Education who sends out evaluation sheets along 
with a copy of the book to six teachers in Ontario. 


MR, CAMP: They would be yours, 
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1 representing your membership? 

< MR, GAUTHIER: If it is a 

3 French textbook it would be submitted to some of 

4 our members and these evaluation sheets are 

5 then returned and they do study it also over there 
6 at the Department of Education. 

7 MR, CAMP: That would constitute 
8 a recommendation, though, the evaluation, 

9 wouldn't it? 

10 MR, GAUTHIER: Right. 

il DR. JEANNERET: There would be 
12 an academic appraiser, would there not? 

13 MR. GAUTHIER: Right. 

14 DR. JEANNERET: That may be 

15 in French or English, I suppose? 

16 MR, GAUTHIER: Right, it could 
17 be done by an English-speaking person. 


MR. CAMP: I am trying to 
determine the methodology of it. The book is 
evaluated? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Right. 

MR. CAMP: After which someone 
higher up who would not necessarily be fluent 
in either language for that matter, would make 
the decision? 

MR, GAUTHIER: Right. 

MR. CAMP; And the decision 
surely, though, would bear on the evaluation, 
would reflect the evaluation? Otherwise how 


could the decision possibly be made? I am 
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1 wondering on what basis your decision would be 
2 made other than on that basis, the evaluation? 
3 MR. GAUTHIER: Well, when you 
& do evaluate a book you know you can evaluate it 
5 on ¢O many points. You can evaluate it on the 
6 print size, for example, or the pictures in it, 
7 on the cover and so on. So really some ee 
8 might be rejected just because the binding is not 
9 good enough to resist wear or the amount of 

10 money for the books. 

il DR.JEANNERET: It could be 

12 historical inaccuracy » presentation? 

13 MR. GAUTHIER: Right, if there 
14 are so many points. 
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MR. CAMP: Is there a particular 
area in the curriculum where a textbook you would 
say is especially lacking or adequate textbooks 
are lacking? 

MR. GAUTHIER: This would be 

mostly in commercial at the secondary level, in 
technical, in science and mathematics, well, 
Science we are getting more and more books in. 
In mathematics, we are not satisfied so far. 

MR. CAMP: Where do these science 
textbooks originate principally? 

MR. GAUTHIER: I believe most 
of these would originate from the United States 
and would be translated in Quebec. 

DR.JEANNERET: Always manufactured 
here in Canada, subsequently? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Right. Then, of 
course, we still have some trouble in other 
areas, for example, in social studies we are 
not satisfied at the elementary level. 

MR. CAMP: In the commercial 
field there is a similar lack of adequate textbooks? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Right. 

MR. CAMP: In the English-Canadian 
field, there is a very heavy reliance on American 
material. It has been suggested in this whole 
area of translation that it would be a possible 
solution if the Department of the Secretary of 
State were to subsidize this on some national 


basis. I take it it wouddnot matter much to 
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1 you, who dia 20 ae.longvasteat factor of cost 

2 were removed, which is.4 pretty substantial part 
3 of the economic problem? 

4 MR. GAUTHIER: That is right. 

5 THE CHAIRMAN: Are you aware of 
6 es federal participation now in the educational 
7 research or translations, things of this kind, 

8 of which you have been speaking? 

9 MR. GAUTHIER: 1 am not, but I 
10 believe that the Searetary of State might be 

1i interested in, you know, subsidizing someone who 
12 would go to France in order to do some research 
13 and prepare a textbook... 1 believe this is one 
14 possibility that adready exists, but I don't 

15 believe there is any way we can get some money 
16 presently from the Secretary of State to produce 
17 a textbook in Canada. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Do you. consider 
that, 2nere should wpe a role for vne Federal 
Governmen, in this. particular kind of area, such 
as research and development of texts in both 
languages and things of this kind? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Bighp. 

MR. BELANGER: Lwile Like to 
point out that the Secretary of State has granted 
$50 million to the provinces for bilingualism. 
This $50 million goes directly to the provinces 
and cannot be used by the federal government for 
Prensiacion Ore tektaa, lulls noy used for this. 


Mie CATE What is it used for? 
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MR. BELANGER: Pardon? 

Mi. CAME i uncerstood you to 
say $50 million goes to the provinces but cannot 
be used for translations? 

MR. BELANGER: Iv warm me used 
for translation, that fsa possible solugion, 
but right now the distribution and the global 
sum, for example Ontario research uses $13 to $14 
million. This sum is granted to the different 
Boards of Education who do what they want with 
it. If we conducted a serious study, we would 
see it is not used for our aims. 

THE CHAIRMAN: is this to go to 
the school boards because it is a requirement 
of the federal government that it be so used, 
or who is it that makes this direction? 

MR. GAUTHIER: I believe it is 
the Minister of Education of each province who 
decides, but I believe most of it should go 
back to the School boards, and probably does, but 
Still part of it could be kept at the provincial 
level to make sure that we do have, you know, 
subsidies, for example, in the production of 
textbooks. 

MR. CAMP: It must be used 
presently to meet other priorities? 

Mn. GAUTHIER : It could be well 
used by school boards in any way possible. 

MR. BELANGER: I weuld like 


to add another point, actually, to show you the 
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serious problem. Sums go to the school poards, 
and above that the Department of Education has 
imposed ceilings. Therefore, the results 

are that certain councils have money and it 
cannot be used and it goes back to the taxpayer. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What we will do 
is investigate with the Department of Education 
in Ontario the whole question of the source of 
the funds and how they are being applied, because 
this is a matter of some concern to us. 

With regard to the proposal that 
there might be a tax on companies which are more 
than 50 per cent Canadian-owned, is this a 
device that is being used elsewhere, or is it 
something which you have conceived? 

MR. GAUTHIER: Well, I believe 
something similar is being done in Quebec at 
the present time. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Your suggestion is 
that it_be. some plan or scheme which is. similar 
to that which is being implemented in Quebec? 

MR. GAUTHIER: This would be 
one way maybe to make sure that we do get enough 
to get Canadian-owned publishers and publishing 
houses and so on. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I see. 

MAR. CAMP: It might have the 
effect of merely increasing the cost..of the 
books to libraries and schools. 


MR. GAUTHIER: This should be 
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implemented only insofar as it -- if at this 

time it is impossible’ to produce anything in 

textbooks, I believe this maybe should not be 
implemented right away, but --- 

DR. JEANNERET: The Chairman 
raisés’@ very good point, though. I presume 
you are not closely acquainted with the recent 
Orders-—in-Council in Quebecs .but if one did 
implement parallel «Orders~in-Council procedures 
here -- there is no suggestion one way or the 
other about that. -- then it would deny access 
to public funds to non-Ontario publishing houses 
to bé parallel. This is different from non-Canadian. 

MR. GAUTHIER: What I meant, this 
would be established, for example, on a Canadian 
basis rather than on an Ontario basis. This is 
what we have used in recommendation number 12 -- 
Canada, not Ontario based. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very 
much, gentlemen. We appreciated your brief. 

It was very good and we appreciated your coming.

The brief we present does not 
concern school texts. It concerns book publishing 
for adults, that is for popular distribution 
and cultural distribution. I would ask Mr. 
Marion to present the brief of the Association 
to your Commission after the presentation of 
this texts, if you would like to ask questions 
ir) French or English, you are welcome. 

MR. MARION: Mr. Chairman and 
Mr. Camp and Mr. Marsh Jeanneret, this brief 
is presented on behalf of the French-Canadian 
Ontario Association, known as O.F.C.A. 


Our Association's main spokesman of the French- 
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speaking community of Ontario concerns the social 
and cultural and economic and social interests 

of French Canadians in Ontario and traditionally 
has always been very interested in culture and 
education. 

THE CHAIRMAN: May Rbesnbenrupt 
forme moment? We read your brief and understand 
it andiwould liké you»to!touch the high points 
and then we would like to discuss it with you. 
Lfyvyoucwould toubh theshigh twpointsnef thetbrief, 
we ‘have read it and we understand what is in it. 

MR. MARION: Thwittsvoucmaon the 
most important points. We talk of the invasion 
of American capital which preoccupies us as 
French-Canadians as much as English-Canadians. 
This is a link between French and English-speaking 
peoples of Ontario. 

Secondly, we feel that the words 
of the past Governor-General, Mr. Vincent Massey, 
what he said was very important. Also the 
words of Vincent Massey concerning new Canadians, 
we appreciate their culture, we are in favour 
of developing this culture as much as possible, 
but, as Mr. Massey says, we have’ two 
founding! races); French and English in, origin. 
Their languages and cultures have a special 
and permanent place in the national scene. This 
is am historical fact,: not a political judgment. 

Along with Ramsey Cook, 


Professor at the University of Toronto, we say 
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that the French-Canadian minorities are not 
minorities like the others. ine sé tare! our 
three main points. Of course, from this comes 
ine viact. “that, the ciollowing siact® The most 
important of these French minorities, since it 
includes more than half a million French-speaking 
peopile ais: the French minority of Ontario: 
Wetfeel Sthat tit is the obligation of this 
French minority to protect and consolidate and 
develop outside of Quebec the French heritage 
as well as French culture, 

Publishing is the province's 
responsiblity « Concerning this we feel, 
in order to develop this French culture in 
Ontario the Franco-Ontarian minority could not 
accomplish this without the effective and 
permanent aid of the Ontario government. 

Canadian publishing in Ontario 
situates itself in the North American context. 
YOu idave already pointed this out, Mr. Chairman. 
it 1s a very difficult: situation. for English— 
speaking in Ontario and an almost impossible 
situation, as Dr. Jeanneret has pointed out 
for French-speaking people. Thus I cross over 
this. The life of the sheep which has several 
Stages. These are general points which you 
have read and talk about and I am almost certain 
we are all in agreement on the difficulties 
of publishing of books in Canada in the French 


and English fields and especially in Ontario. 
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1 Point 4, on page 3, French publishing

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1 This makes us forget or erase the past. Here I 
2 would like to observe that until now the 

3 Ontario Government has done almost nothing to 

4 encourage French publishing in the province. It 
5 has done little to encourage authors, French- 

6 speaking authors, of course. Therefore, this 
7 problem requires serious study. 

8 On page 4 we recommend the 

9 creation of a Department of Cultural Affairs 

10 because provincial authorities have a 

11 responsibility of maintaining cultural 

12 Canadian views, not because of the department 
13 which thinks its first original duty is to nature 
14 and this is something that we are in accord 

15 with but we feel a Social Affairs Department 

16 would be even more important.

We have spent a 
lot of time in drawing up these paragraphs 
because a French publishing ¢ompany in Ontario 
even if it is a need which should be fulfilled 
we know it presents formidable obstacles and 

I quote again, Dr. Jeanneret, almost impossible. 
These are mostly suggestions we make. 

The seventh point on page 5, 
of recommendations, I come to the end of this 
brief. May I read these four recommendations, 
especially for those who did not have time as 


read them until now. 
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ae That the Ontario Government 
organize a Social Affairs Department which would 
infan etrichéentuways looknarceracudtural events 
in the province encouraging cultural aspirations 
of Franco-Ontarians, particularly in the field 
of book publishing. 

ey That the Ontario Government 
would in a general policy, gramt subsidies to 
authors who would submit a valid conscience 
for the publication of a French work. 

Sa That the Ontario Government 
grant literary prizes for the best works of the 
English and French languages, as in Quebec. 

Lb, That the Ontario Government 
grant publishers subsidies for the publication 
of manuscripts whose quality had been established 
beforehand by a committee of specialized 
headers in thelser discimiines . 

Br That the Ontario Government 
encourage the work of publishing houses in 
Ontario who are particularly dedicated to the 
publishing of French -- special subsidies and 
by the buying of books for free distribution. 

Concerning this I would like to 
add a personal thought. For a long time there 


has been a publishing house in Ontario who 


perhaps do not publish texts of books but sections 


of books in French, I am talking of the University 


Press of the University of Toronto, 


For about 30 years I have been 
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part of the Royal Society of Canada and each year 
the Royal Society publishes a Tepore, a very | 
large one, of Several hundred pages and the 
French section is usually of 50 pages written 
only in French and published by the University 
of Toronto Press, 

I have benefited from this 
myself, this publication is in very good French 
and very good paper and this company who I 
know -- I will not say how long I have known 
it because that might age it too much -- but 
Miss Halpenny is an expert. 

THis. RoyalsSdciety for more 
than 50 years there is a French section published 
in Toronto, by the University of Toronto Press 
and it is a wonderful publication. Personally 
I would like nothing better than to have a 
French publishing company in Toronto which 
would have such an excellent service as the Universit 
of Toronto Press, 

The list of the members of 
this committee are shown in an appendix. The 
Franco-Ontario recipients’ of subsidies in she 
arts section are the Social Affairs Department of 
Quebec. There are many Franco-Ontarians whose 
names are there. These people each year 
receive from Quebec subiSidiesin one way or 
another, which is very good. We will accept money 
wherever sit comes from, 10 has no colour, but 


would it not be more normal for Franco-Ontarians 
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to receive subsidies of the same kind for their 
work from the Ontario Government? 

As Mr. Robarts said not very 
long ago, Mr. Robarts does not accept that 
Franco-Ontarians recognize Quebec as their mother 
country. The mother country, according vo 


Mr. Robarts, for the Franco-Ontarians is Canada 


but it is normal that the children of Ontario 
be treated equally. 

The second section of the 
Appendix, the English-Quebec recipients in the 
arts section who receive grants from the 
Social Affairs Department of Quebec -- a 
very interesting list which does not need comment. 

Finallg, the last section 
of the appendix, grants given to English 
public libraries in Quebec. Here, Mr. Chairman, 
I have finished. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you for 
a very good presentation. Is there anyone 
else who wishes to add anything before we ask 
a few questions? 

I personally am delighted to 
see that the Province of Quebec is making grants 
pecause we are all in one country. Certainly 
the point that you have drawn to our attention 
indicates that possibly there could be some 
reciprocity in this regard. 

Your brief will be sent by us 


to the Province of Ontario Council for the Arts 
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who are evolving fOr prizes) Lieyouwlil, 

a competition which we hope will emerge 

eventually to ensure that they give full 
consideratinn to the suggestions in your brief 

and I am pleasedmyself to see that there is 
concern on your part for the matter of environment 
HG OCU bture:. 

There is a question of 
cultugal environment but I am sure the Minister 
of Environment will not deal with the cultural 
aspects. 

In any event, I thought that 
the matter of the suggestion of a cultural 
minister is one which is attractive and I am 
not going to ask any questions, my learned 
colleagues will do that. 

DR. JEANNERET: I have not 
too many questions to ask, Your ‘brief is very 
clear. I would like to point out concerning 
your first recommendation that the Ontario 
Government organize right away a Department 
of Cultural Affairs. I would like to say that 
among all submissions that we have received 
until now, this) isthe: first time: that this 
recommendatinn has been made and I think it is 
very, very important, very interesting. 
Frankly, I have been expecting it from the beginning 
of our mectings. Now I have found it and I 
congratulate you. 
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accept this but it is very interesting and we 
have Quebec as an example here in this field. 

Your Association, Mr. Marion and 
Mr. Deslauriers, how many members and how many 
students are served right now? 

MR. DESLAURIERS;: The 
Association includes 500,000 Franco-Ontarians, 
It is a spokesman of the Franco-Ontario 
population and therefore it includes all the 
associations of teachers, administrators, it is 
like the mother association of all Franco- 
Ontarian groups and the main spokesman. 
Therefore, we are not speaking only of its 
educational level but also on the economical, 
social and political level. It is a group which 
depends on the Franco-Ontarians!' interest in 
whatever field. That is why today we have 
presented a brief only in certain activities 
where other groups such as the teachers have 
not presented. We have presented another aspect. 
Generally we are accepted by Franco-Ontarians 
as being their spokesmen. 

DR. JEANNERET: Are you 
affiliated . with the Canadian Teachers! Association? 

MR, DESLAURIERS: No. We 
co-operate with Manitoba and New Brunswick on 
anprovinclad. level . 

MR, LEVESQUE: When Mr. Deslaurier 
said that 15 or 16 groups affiliated with us 


it is not other provincial groups but groups

12 DR. JEANNERET: I would like 
13 to express our appreciation of your submission. 
14 It is a very interesting one and I thank you 

15 very much. 

16 MR. CAMP: I recognize as 

17 the principle that you are establishing and you 


said it didn't need any comment. I am interested 
in the fact, however, that the Ministry of 
Cultural Affairs in Quebec have done substantially 
more for the French-speaking people in Ontario 
than they have done for the English-speaking 
people in Quebec, if you compare the two. 
Nevertheless, if such a parallel organization 
were established in Ontario one would not assume 
that they would embark on the same path or follow 
the same precedent which is to say to send 
Ontario taxpayers! money to the beleaguered 
people of Westmount or anything like that. 


MR. MARION: May I please answer 
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1 Mr. Camp? I am surprised to hear such things 
2 from you, Mr. Camp, because I have pamphlets

DR. McDOUGALL: Chile a2O.or be 
has been there for quite some time. I merely 
mention that because, in other words, it is 
an argument against economie nationalism. 
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It is really nothing more or less than that. 

MR. CAMP: I did not imply 
anything sinister. I am merely interested in -- 
we have the same trouble ourselves and there are 
only three of us here in arriving at a consensus 
sometimes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Oh, not that 
often. 

MR. CAMP: I am sometimes lost 
in the phrase, "financial support" for titles 
which are not commercially viable. This would 
apply substaatially to university presses and 
highly specialized publishing operations, rather 
highly specialized publishing because there 
are all kinds of things that might prove to be 
not commercially viable in the trade field. 

DR. FARR: There is assistance 
available from the Canada Council through the 
Social Science and Humanities Research Councils 
for original manuscripts of a scholarly nature. 
Our intérest is not 80 much in that sort of 
publishing as in the printing or bringing together of 
material, some of which has been quite inaccessible 
and very often these works, although important 
in themselves, are not going t have a wide 
sale and that is the sort of title that we would 
hope more support might be forthcoming for. 

MR. CAMP: You mean press 
sales, possibly? 


DR. FARR: Yes, indeed, and some 
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straight sales. 

MR. CAMP: I just have one more 
question to improve my education. 

On page 4 you talk about 
assistance to cover the extraordinary costs in 
bringing out new editions of Canadian works. 
Would you elaborate on the word "extraordinary"? 

DR. FARR: Well, it perhaps is 
a little stronger thanvmight be necessary. What 
I had .in mind would be costs over and above 
the normal publishing costs, translation costs 
or the costs of providing supplementary material 
which might make for a muchmore useful edition 
of a particular title but which a publisher might 
be reluctant to provide because of the additional 
burden that this would impose. 

MR. CAMP: The editorial costs? 

DR. FARR: Yes, the editorial costs 
mainly as well as illustrative printed material. 
I think it is well known that maps and charts 
and so on are very useful in many types of works 
and that was really what I meant by "extraordinary"-- 
over and above normal publishing or editorial 


costs. 


DR. McDOUGALL: The term 
"University Press" was used. I am not quite 
sure whether Mr. Camp is suggesting that we are 
University Press. If that is so, it needs correction 


because this is not a university press arrangement 
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and the whole series is not conceived of in the 
terms as a series produced under a university 
press -arrangement. "lt is @ volume market 
essentially, it must reach sales of at least 
2,000 a year on individual titles before it is 
going to pay its way. It is not the’ publication 
of academic works in the normal sense of the 
word. This is why the market must be large. 
This is why the Marsh 1. element tends to come 
in because it is only as you push to the 
higher rungs where you can afford to put 
$5,000 and $10,000 in an edition, it is ‘only 
at that level that the term "viable" becomes 
appropriate. This is a gloss on the word 
"Viability". It means you must have volume and 
as you push up to volume then it is also a 
gloss on the word "extraordinary", because it is 
an extraordinary type of publishing venture 
and at a certain point it is very dicey 
whether you can come in or not because you gust 
may not get your 2,000 or 4,000 sales unless 
you can keep the price down, shall we say, 
and ateyou put in certain maps and diagrams 
and-are: going toraise™ that price above *a 
breaking point; “you may just lose that crucial 
volume that you need to make a given work go.” 
MR. CAMP; You must benefit 
though from some form of subsidy direct or 
indirect because of your association with the 


uni versity, do you not? 
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DR, FARR: Lithink the 
only subsidy we have -- and it is a considerable 
one, IL suppose -- is that six or seven members 


of the faculty have devoted their time to 
serve as subject editors in the series and the 
university this year is providing some of 
Mr. Marsh'a salary as executive editor but there 
iS gino tecapicce 1 Le: Subsidy given from 
Carleton University. 

MR. CAMP: So it is almost a 
lebour. of clove? 


DR. FARR: Indeed, very much 


DR. JEANNERET: I would like 
to ask a few publishing questions partly to 
find cutieef divheestalabourvol Love if omaie 
publishers too. 

~ thought your history of 
the Carleton library was fascinating. I 
ecouldn't.find in it anything that indicated 
whether or not an average sale -- and I put 
down 1,000 and Dr. McDougall just said 2,000 -- 
whatever it is per year, I think you said 
between 3,000 and 20,000 per total. I couldn't 
find out whether or not this sort of sale has 
made the venture commercially self-liquidating 
for McClelland & Stewart. There is no question 
about the editorial importance and quality and 
usefulness of thenproject but would you comment 


on the practical economic question, the question 
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of economics of publishing that is involved there? 
Has it met budget in sales and has the budget 
been self-liquidating? 

DR. McDOUGALL: So far as I 
know -- and my curriculum comes only up to a 
year or so ago -- it has been self-liquidating. 

I think you know yourself, Dr. Jeanneret, that 
some things are written off against other things. 
There are some costs that go on anywhere. 

DR. JEANNERET: It: is-ay wash 
operation? 

MR. McDOUGALL: Yes, it is 
very difficult to isolate and say, "That is 
the Carleton library". On the whole I know that 
Jack McClelland has been happy with it at various 
times when I questioned him closely about it. 

DR. JEANNERET: We might be 
saying different things. Within the limits of 
the Carleton library, is it self-liquidating or 
not? There couldn't be any costs there written 
off against anything else, if normal costing 
methods were followed and we partictjlarly hope they 
were. 

DR. McDOUGALL: I think the 
answer is yes, it is self-liquidating. 

DR. JEANNERET: But marginal? 

DR. McDOUGALL: Yes. 

DR. JEANNERET: Necessarily. 

You alluded somewhere in your brief to grants 


received. Could youcsketch just very briefly what 
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kind of grants have been received to assist 
the vorearyoat this time, notwa wetabled list 
or anything? 

DRy FARR: 2d) @aess our sprincipal 
benefactor has been the Canada Council. At 
the very beginning of our project they gave us 
Support to make a survey of titles that it rr: 
might be desirable to reprint and we did a 
certain amount of travelling across Canada in 
that connection and conducted a questionnaire. 
Then, also in the early years we received some 
support from the Canada Council for two-way 
translations of a couple of things, most notable 
the essays on French Canadian Society edited 
byiRioux andi Martin. «Then. forysomeysupporting 
material, a small number of maps and charts 
ands Sowonr ini some .of the earlier wolumes,we 
have also received some modest support from private 
foundations which again has gone to make the 
volumes more adequate in terms of their usefulness 
to the undergraduate but I suppose most of our 
money from outside sources has gone for translation. 

DR. JEANNERET: You are 

talking about, I suppose, $1,000 here and 
$2,000 there in the early stages particularly, 
but latterly you have not been securing these 
grants? 

DR. FARR: No, we have not 
made application for any support from any federal 


agency latterly. 
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DR, JEANNERET: At page 8 
you call for the easing of the conditions for 
the issuing of licences, particularly under 
Section 14. I had not been aware that there 
were many occasions of Section 14 being invoked 
but you suggest in your brief, without Tenet ring 
to it in detail, that the capital involvement 
here, the capital commitment is rather onerous. 
I was double-checking it and it is indeed 10 per 
cent of 1,000 copies list price. We are not 
talking about a very large amount, I think 
a minimum of $100, is that not right? Do you 
find this is a possible barrier to proceeding? 

DR. FARR: It-is some time 
since I think I consulted the, Copyright Act. 
I thought you were required to deposit 
with the Minister administering the Act a 
royalty in effect for the entire printing. 

DR. JEANNERET: I think I am 
correct in saying -- I have it here but unless 
there has been a change in a later edition or 
issue of the regulations I think it is 10 per 
cent on 1,000 copies minimum $100 but it can't 
be a very heavy amount. 

DR. FARR; Well, then I perhaps 
was not consulting the latest edition of the 
Act. I thought I was unfortunately. 

DR, JEANNERET: I would like 
to ask one question, and I did not check this and 


[I am basing the question only on my recollection of 
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copies I own -- I don't have any copies right 
here -- where do you manufacture these or where 


does McClelland manufacture these? 

DR. FARR: ‘They are printed and 
bound in Toronto. 

DR.JEANNERET:. And set type 
too? 

MR. MARSH: Yes, set type too. 

DR. JEANNERET: Pretty well 
through the piece they were all Canadian? 

MR. MARSH: All of them. 

DR. JEANNERET: That is quite 
an accomplishment economically. 

MR. MARSH: All the same 
company. 

DR. JEANNERET: I have a 
company that has been doing it, yes. One other 
question: Your recommendation for long-term 
loans for Canadian publieations -- it is 
"Publications" I think on that "publishers", 
is it intended to be confined to Canadian-owned 
publishers, this recommendation? 

DR. FARR: No. 

DR. JEANNERET: It was a little 
ambiguous in your brief. 

DR. FARR: It is the proportion 
of a publisher in Canada's output which is 
distinctively Canad#an. 

DR. JEANNERET: It is Canadian 


publishing, not Canadian publishers, 
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DR. FARR: Canadian publications, 
right. 

THE CHAIRMAN: This would be 
part of the decision thatethe, jury ef which you 
speak would be able to make as to the Canadian 
content, if you will, which would warrant 
participation? 

DR. FARR: I don't remember 
that we had made any recommendation regarding 
the determination of Canadian titles. I don't 
think we Couched on the mechanism by which these 
grants might be supplied. 

DR. JEANNERET: Do yar 
know anything about the distribution problems 
of this series as a paperback series through 
newsstands and news companies and the like? 
This may not be your department, yours is a 
creative function? 

DR. FARR: Perhaps I will ask 
Mr. Marsh if he can throw any light on that 
subject.

MR. CAMP: You are in favour 
of the principle of long-term loans to 
publishing houses by government?

We are having that with shipbuilding industries, 
we have been financing ceftain other industries, 
the textile industry through protection. I am 
in favour of it inpreference to specifically

CAMP: So it should not 
assume any greater risk than, say, the bank? 

MR. KEYSERLINGK: No, only to 
give financial accommodation of a cheaper rate 
as it is doing inmanyeothens.ceses. _ The 
eonstruction. business,..fon example,. is,.one 
place where I think certain privileges are being 
given. 


THE CHAIRMAN: That is very 


interesting.because what we have been told from time 
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1 is that the banking business, for example, will 

2 not provide to publieher X a line of credit or 

3 a loan: They just say "We are sorry, we won't 

4 make such an offer",and then the next question is 
5 Whether the Industrial Development Bank will 

6 get involved and iff? that does not apply then the 
7 next question is whether a particular industry, 

8 whether it is publishing or otherwise, whether

13 a consideration must be kept in mind in relatinn 
14 to the loans which you speak of approvingly

16 MR, KEYSERLINGK: Mr. Chairman, 
17 I think we have to make one distinction for the 


publishing industry insofar that every publisher 
is in a way a contributor to opinion-forming. 

He is in the business of spreading information 
or he ls emphasizing -certain-points. -WTherefore, 
it is not quite the same as making a general 
across-the-board rule for the textile industry 
or the shoe manufacturer. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So you think that 
the publisher, therefore, is one who should deserve 
anpriority in our society? 

MR. KEYSERLINGK: “That is a 
matter of government policy. I would personally 


consider it very dangerous, “however, if the 
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Toronto, Ontario 
government began to subsidize publishing which 
has to be done through a publisher, because 
obviously the opinion-forming would maybe be 
more attractive then. Lechinks it, has, been 
Submitted by, I remember, Mr. Hughes in his 
YEpont, that, avery, dangerous thing, is that. the 
minute the publishing gets subsidized that 
not by general rule, but by the easing of conditions 
for all publishers, then you begin to go into 
anspeciiic spubilisher. 

MR. CAMP: I don't want to 
argue on semantics but in fact a loan on what 
would be considered in the commercial field on 
artifically low rate and an artificially long- 
term | «lara form of subsidy ars-Liadis merely 2 
question of how you are going to apply the 
assistance butnittisva form of subsidy. a 
you loaned money today at 4 per cent when the 
rate is three times that, you are subsidizing 
the: reeipient of-the loan? 

MR. KEYSERLINGK: The difference 
would be, I think,Mr. Chairman, that I would be 
in favour of a low rate of interest which would 
be subject to the industry but the criterion 
should be its economic viability and open to 
all publishers with an equal balance sheet to 
show. 

MR. CAMP: Open to all publishers 
whether or not they are Canadian-owned? 


MR. KEYSERLINGK: No, I would not 
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say that, the other ones through available sources 
that we have not got. Therefore, I think under 
the terms of reference of this question I would 
say, no, this is to encourage a Canadian-owned 
publiishing industry but i> should@not’ be a 
distinguishing mark for a publisher. All should 
be open provided that all can conform to the 
requirements of commercial viable things. 

Then I think you would not have a subsidy of a 
publisher or his opinion: You would ‘have a 
Subsidy of an industry considered nationally if 
necessary. 

MR. CAMP: I just have one 
more question and it has to do with what you 
say is the main point you wanted to emphasize 
and I want to find out whether or not you are 
serlously trying to tell us something. You talk 
about trends which urge direct government 
intervention in ownership and ownership controls. 
You say these are always dangerous to commerce 
and repulsive to the investor of capital. They 
are repulsive to the investor if he is interested 
but not if he isn't and you say this conjures 
up aspects of Zenophobia reminiscent of Hitler 
and Mussolini. 

How do you mean government 
intervention in ownership controls? Do you mean 
that the government should loan money carte ieee 
and without conditions? 


MR. KEYSERLINGK: I am thinking 
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more in terms of becoming the owner and the 
management key in a company. I mean we have a 
case in part which is being very much discussed 
in Quebec and you have one in Ontario. I will 
talk about the Quebec one, not the Ontario one. 
We have at the moment @ company which was owned 
by Mr. Nadeau, a lawyer, -- no, the publisher's 
brother is a lawyer and it was a very well going 
concern. Achete of France has been making 
tremendous inroads into the French publishing field 
and, as) aimatcer or Lact, ther rench publisher 
is, in many ways, under stress in Quebec 
due o.-the, Inroadsin France, than even. che 
English one is under the stress from the American 
or the British publisher. 

Achete was making a bid for 
that company, the Quebec Government through its 
finance company, for an amount I think of 
$24 million, bought 56 per cent of the shares. 

35 per cent were permitted to Achete and 5 per 

cent had to remain in the hands of the Nadeau heirs. 
TnLeel cannot. VYouch for "but, 1 know that there 

are at the moment three submissions before the 
Quebec Government and two of the people who 

have submitted their boows for acceptance, they 

are French books but published by -- has a 

centre in Toronto not owned in Canada, they are

THE CHAIRMAN: We now have 
WLUli US this afternoon, Mr. MN. Gertler, “Editor 
of Harvest llouse Limited, Publishers, Montreal. 

Me. “Gertier, we welcome you; 
and if you would be kind enough to give us 
the high points of your extensive brief, we 
would appreciate that and then we would like

MR. GERTLER: Denk sou, Mra. 
Chairman, ladies and gentlemen. 

My brief was indeed extensive 
ang Ll find, Ji trying io cive sa summary of 
reconmmendavions baseQ on that Prier, "it Sstids. 
amounts to a dozen pages, so I have provided 
some 15 copies of the summary of recommendations 
fOr your use, “Ll would like” to" restrice myself 
UG. a very few words and! hope you will then 
ask me questions based on my brief. 

I would like to say the main 
obstacles to a Canadian publishing industry 
and to a ljiterary culture in Canada, has to 
do with the existence of a dramatic and powerful 
culture and economy which exists alongside ~us 


and which operates in the English language. 
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1 This has not only been an obstacle in the past; 
2 it has also provided enormous advantages to 

3 us. It has been a secular culture and it 

4 has done very much to educate, inform, titillate 
5 and entertain us. 

6 At the present time the penetration 
7 of this culture into our cultural space has 

8 been so great that it has all but threatened 

9 to obliterate the Canadian publishing industry 
10 ang. the Canadian literary cultures) Jn bigns 

11 of these circumstances, it is necessary for 

12 us to take some very, perhaps unusual measures 
13 of self-assertion and self-preservation, not 

14 negative Measures, not measures of restriction 
15 or book burning, or quotas or higher tariifs, 

16 but positive measures in our own behalf. 

17 I notice that in a number of the 


briefs that came to my attention, a great deal 
of attention has been paid to financial help. 
I would not discount financial help in the way 
of a book development corporation or a library 
purchase plan along the lines of that plan 
which is administered by the Department of 
Education and Welfare in the United States. 

My own feeling, after publishing 
nationally from Montreal for something like 11 
years, is that, our problems are much more cultural 
than they are economic. It is much more 
important to change our cultural habits than 


it is to make more money available to us. In

MR. GERTLER: I am a native Canadian 
but I went to graduate school there and I served 
in the American army in World War IIT.

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anti-American, except that I am opposed to certain 
of their policies -~ I am certainly opposed 
TGitheir positiom in Vietnam.

rather, that we have to have intellectual living 
Space to speak to each other so that we can 
discuss our own problems amongst ourselves, so 
we can try out our problems conceptually and 
dramatically.

L would Like 
Ov epeak directly to vwne porn, J hed an 
experience last summer where I met the erstwhile 
president Of the Bognor’ Corporation, He ic @ 
man of Liberal tendencies, his father before him 
was @ great Liberal, in fact he led a group 
within the publishing industry in protest against 
the Vietnam war and as a result lost a book 
contract of one of the major book publishing houses 
in the United States, 

HOWwever, in Giscussing our pligat 
in Canada with him he said, "Oh, yes, one @ your 
firms tried to sneak into the United States and 
establish a warehouse here and start publishing". 
I am sure he was referring to the University of 
Loronto Press. In other words, they are so 


accustomed to thinking of us as an extension of 
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their market -- 

DR. JEANNERET: He said this in 
une past. tense, didwehes 

MR. GERTLER: Yes, Even a man 
of very considerable liberal tendencies nas a 
hard time thinking of us as a contender, as an 
equal. 

THE CHAIRMAN: As a penetrator? 

MR GERTLER = Yes. Jor Coe y chi ok

We are their creature, we are an extension of their 
market. That is the habit of thought. . [tis 
a habit of, thought.

MR, GURTLERSs .Vietuelly.pecauee 
their major media do not review our books and 
our media do not penetrate their market, except 
in the CBC to some extent. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You have got an 
enormously interesting brief and I know my 
colleagues want to ask questions and sort of 
have a go with you. 

DR GANNERE Dahir. Gert len, I 
know your lift. 4 bit and you seem to be whe 
exception that proves some rules. I can't help 


thinking that you are secretly subsidized from 


somewhere. I admire what you are able to accomplish. 


You do a great deal of paperback publishing, I mean 
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relatively speaking you have a good proportion 
of your editions available in paperback? 
MR. GERTLER: Virtually all of 
our editions from the very beginning were 
published in paper and cloth simultaneously. 
DR. JEANNFRET: I can't understand 
how you make this work but I admire you for 


doing so and your list comes as close to being a 


scholarly list as most trade publishers! lists do. 


You are not representing aBencies? 

MR. GERTLER: Not at all. 

DR. JEANNERET: You are the 
epitome of everything that is according to the 
commercial publishers that we have spoken to 
guaranteed to fail, guaranteed not bo be able 
tormeet ustarted’. "Woutdontt have agencies “and 
you are not really in the centre of the school 
pook field ‘either > 

MR. GERTLER: Well, I would say 
that we are not in the centre but we have about 
an adaption a day. We get small adaptions from 
many winiversities and schools. 

DR. JEANNERET: Now, the 
importance of your paperback publishing must mean 
that a certain interim report that was tabled 
yesterday in the House in Toronto must mean 
something to you. Would you please comment as 
uninhibitedly as you wish on what that report 
dealt with? Dam not asking you to interpret 


the report but to discuss the situation it discusses? 
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MR. GERTLER: I only caught a 
brief flash on the news last night so I am 
not privy to the whole point. However, I did get 
the gist of it and I have a recommendation, or at 
least I discussed a recommendation, about the 
entry of Canadian publishers into the newsstand 
system and the proposition that the paperback 
reprint could possibly be set up in. Canada and 
I have remarked that before any Canadian publishers 
get involved deeply in the paperback system that 
we should have an industry study of that newsstand 
system because I think many of us suspect that 
it is foreign-controlled, that it is restricted 
almost exclusively to the American output, 
certainly geared to that output and we ought to 
look at their contractual licence wzery carefully. 

Tt is also a very, very rough 
pusiness system where returns average around 
50 per cent, the margins which they take are 
about 55 per cent and I don't think that 
Canadian publishing houses would do very well 
in a rough situation of that kind, especially if 
there are contractual relationships which virtually 
exclude them in the first place. 

MR. CAMP: Have you any 
relationships in this regard so far as your own 
publishing company is concerned? 

MR. GERTLER: I nave, my very 
first book was a book called, The True Face of 


Duplessis. At that time Jackie Baer was the 
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editor for Ducharme before he formed his own 
Ducharme Jour and Benjamin News promised 

to take it and after they promised to take it 
they changed their minds, they reneged on me 
and then I think it was Upper Canada News, 

I tried them and I had no luck at all. 

Nowy this is a book that sold 50,000 in Quebec 
and it was by Pierre Laporte, it was one of the 
most important political books of its time 

and certainly helped very much to turn out the 
Union Nationale in Quebec. It was published 
before the election in 1960 and we couldn't get 
that book on the newsstands. I couldn't get 
the Brothers Anonymous which originally sold 
about 130,000 copies and was about the best 


selling book in the whole history of Canada. 


We published that in English. We could get several 


others in the newsstands. 

DR. JEANNFRET: You were not 
able to get that on the newsstand? 

MR. CAMP: What was the price 
tae, Lt Laney. 

MR. GERTLER: $1.50. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Why couldn't 
you get it on the newsstands, exactly? 

MR, GERTLER: I think the 
industry is like a buzz-saw. It is a very 
rough industry, you talk to those people and 
you think you hear them say, "Well, the cover 


isn't sexy enough, it isn't our kind of thine” . 
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or "People won't be interested in that thing” 
or "It is too controversial" or something like 
that. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What are the 
major wholesaling firms or distributing firms? 

MR. GERTLER: There is only 
one major distributing firm in Engldsh and 
Montreal and that is Benjamin News, it is an 
amalgamated firm and do 60 or 90 per cent of 
the book work in Montreal. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Where are they 
located? 

MR. GERTLER: I have some 
information there igs some foreign control recently 
but I am not privy to their status. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Do they have 
virtually a monopoly on the Montreal market? 

MR. GERTLER: Of the English- 
language distribution and recently increasingly 
in the French language, although the French 
publishers have their own networks to @ eertain 
extent. Some of the major paperback publishers 
like Ducharme, Delorme have their own distribution 
networks but they use in Montreal, Benjamin 
News, Montreal News, they get into Stéinberg's 
and other special places. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You used the 
figure of about 90 per cent, did you not? 


MR. GERTLER: THAG LS Yigal, 


MR. CAMP: And it has effective 
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control in the Montreal market? 

MR. GERTLER: One group which 
has amalgamted within the last year or two, 
possibly within the last 12 months. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So,if they made 
a decision they would not carry any paperback 
that you published that would be the end of the 
ball game, as far as you are concerned? 

MR. GERTLFR: Pretty much. 

MR. CAMP: Who owns these 
organizations? 

MR. GERTLER: I remember when 
Mr. Benjamin himself used to sell papers on the 
corner, he was a blind man and sold, papers ,on 
the corner of St. Catherine and somewhere and 


he built it up from scratch, 


THE CHAIRMAN: Is this firm 
carrying any of your publications now? 

MR. GERTLER: No, they are not. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Have you 
attempted to get them to do so? 

MR. GERTLER: Not for a long 
time, it seems to be the kind of business that 
Ticouldn't venture: tn. 

DR. JEANNERET: It would be a 
very logical outlet for you? 

MR. GERTLER: It would be, but 
in order for us to get into it, of yeourse,y, we 
would have to break into that price range and 


the only way we could do that is if our books were 
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more widely adopted in schools so we could 


have larger editions.

as a centre of intellectual activity. 

CAMP: In terms of your 
definition here of a Canadian title, would you 
define a Canadian publisher? 

MR. GERTLER: I would like to 
sit down and write that out.

and probably sell a disproportionately large 
number of their books here.

Now, every little bit helps but 
i ae ke saying to a man who has just 
been given six months to live, "Go out and get 
yourself a new hat" or "Come on and I will buy 
you a drink and youswild feel betver'.« dhat 
is the situation we are in and what Canadian 
publishers need is help to distribute their books 
in Canada. I can take care of my books abroad, 

I have got agents in Zurich, Rome, Paris, London, 
New York and other centres. I can take care of 
selling rights abroad, I have not got a real 
problem. 

Tivl can exhibit’ my books 
jointly at the major showplaces of the world 
with the Book Publishers! Council, I have 
no problem. I have a problem getting near my 
public in Canada, that is where I have trouble 
selling my books. 

You see every exhibition that 
comes on, almost every exhibition, they say, 

"We wanteach publisher to have a minimum of 
10 feet of space and to have an attendant" and 
so on. Well, we have these exhibitions all over 


the country. McGraw-Hill has between 400 and 500 
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people, most of them salesmen. How can I compete 


in getting my people around the country in 


many of these places to exhibit? So, as a 

result of these standards which are really 

the standards of the great publishing houses of 
the United States and to some extent of Britain, 
we can't compete on an equal basis. What 
Canadian publishers need is the help to exhibit 
jointly in Canada and in some cases to sell their 
books jointly in Canada.

They take much too long, if you ask for $3,500 


for a book that is going to cost $10,000, they give 
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you $2,000 and it takes six to nine months to give 
you an answer. They don't give grants to 
Symposia, there is ee money in this country for 
Science publishing, if there is a good science 
manuscript, as I said in my brief, that can make 

a textbook for universities of large enrolment 
they have no trouble getting an American or 
British publisher to publish it and then when they 
have a specialized book they come to us and the 
book may have a price tag of $7,500 and we may 
sell between 500 and 2,000 copies, if we are lucky 
in three years or five years. 

MR. CAMP: Do you envisage such 
a Situation as this as being applied to general 
publishing? 

MRaGERTLERS , That iseverieht.. 

I believe that larger individual grants and more 
money for Subsidies of a grant type should be made 
available and that in particular there should be 
more money for science publishing. The terms of 
reference of these Councils should be widened 

to include symposia and they should have probably 
more help to make decisions more rapidly. A 
scholarly manuscript cannot wait six months or 
nine months for an answer,

calking about subsidization of original research 
material, you are not talking about secondary 
subsidization?

I a there are too many 
exceptions and that the grants are too small.

PaALSl ls) onerole our 
concerns. 

MR. MacKAY: Well; perhaps, if 
I may look at ratios, I know there have been 


many emotional arguments put by various -- 
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1 various articles Iread appear to rest on 

2 sats of numbers such as the proportion of 

3 Canadian books published by, say, foreign-owned 
4 or foreign-controléed, foreign subsidiaries. 

5 It may well be that if you look at the ratios 

6 of populations of our nearest neighbour, for 

7 example, and ourselves, it is a ten to one ratio 
8 SO one would anticipate the ratio of talent 

9 from the point of view of authors, et eetera, 

10 publishable people is possibly in that ratio. 

11 Also, if you look at the capacity 
12 to invest, the number of people who have this 

13 sort of capital for investment may also be 

14 roughly in that ratio. However, it is known 

15 that the average income per capita is probably 
16 about 30 per cent higher below the border 
17 than it is above, so one may even expect this 

18 ratio for investment may be higher. so that 

19 the competition for business control, since it 
20 is @ fairly free tratiie in this sort of busindss', 
21 is going to be fiercer, even fiercer than that 
22 ratio. This is why I say that perhaps we may 

23 have to step into legislative areas to protect 
24 the environment. 

25 DR. JEANNERET: You don't have 
%6 a specific answer as to how to encourage private 
27 investment in the book industry, except that 

28 through tax incentives, which you mention on the 
29 next page. I con't know if you want to be 


30 more specific about what kind of tax incentives.

Humanities Research Council of Canada, Mr. John 
Banks and Mrs. Williams. 
Now, you have been kind enough 


not to give us a brief but you have given us some 


a 


material. I might just as well ask one or two 
questions in relation to it. I see in the 

folder, if I. may call it that, which you have 
filed with us as to the Social Science Research 
Council of. Canada, the Social,Science) Research 
Council of Canada administers @ program designed 
to aid publication of scholarly manuscripts in 

the social sciences; manuscripts which are 
designed as textbooks are not generally considered 
by the committee 4S an aid publication. 

1 thinks veryemuch:15).said,in 
the pamphlet which relates to the Humanities 
Research eounerl of Canada and we do hear really 
a very great deal of both the lack of authorship 
in Canada in connection with the social sciences 
in the form of texts and things of this kind. 


I wondered why it is that your organizations do 
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not participate in the text area in any way? 

MR. BANKS: I think first of 
all I would like to say, sir, that the two 
Research Councils have not given any thought to 
the preparation of a brief to this Commission 
and for that reason I dovnot have any particular 
viewpoints which represents the Councils’ point 
of view to put forward. My comments there fore 
are primarily my own and those of Mrs. Williams 
are her own as well. 

MR. CAMP: It keeps us all out 
or Croubles 

MR. BANKS: I hope so. 

It seems to me that the programs which we are 
discussing here are programs which have developed 
from a very small beginning. When the Councils 
started their operations in 1940 and in 1942 
they did have very limited funds for the support 
Or scholarly pubiications and 1 think, in fact, 
we may be suffering from somewhat of a hangover 
at the present time because funds were extremely 
LimpcGed"at that time!’ At*che* presént time ; 
though, although we do have much open-ended 
funding from Canada Council I am not sure how 
long we can expect this to continue. 

MR. CAMP: What is open-ended 
funding, if I may ask? 

MR. BANKS: Which is to say 
that Canada Council gives us as much money as 


we think we need. 
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1 MR. CAMP: Really? Congratulations 
2 DR. JEANNERET: This is the 

3 first time I knew that, Mr. Banks. 

4 MR. BANKS: Well, that is the 

5 case. 

6 THE CHAIRMAN: Go ahead. 

7 MR. BANKS: The feeling has been 
8 really that textbooks should be able to carry 

9 themselves. Now this is based more on a belief, 
10 I think, than on any sound factual basis and for 
11 that reason books which look as they may well be 
12 textbooks are not generally given a supported 

13 program, 

14 THE CHAIRMAN: But are you aware 
15 that people are saying at least -- let us not say 
16 that we have made a finding on this at this point -- 
17 but there is a great lack of texts on the 

18 social sciences in Canada for Canadians? Are you 
19 aware of this? 

20 MR. BANKS: Yes, I am aware of 
21 that. Well, I think one might distinguish be tween 
22 textbooks and more scholarly materials related 

23 to the social sciences, related to Canada. 

24 THE CHAIRMAN: But you people, 
25 with your access to money, confine yourselves to 
26 the non-texts? 

27 MR. BANKS: We try to, yes. 

28 THE CHAIRMAN: There is no sense 
29 going back over it but it strikes me as rather 


30 unusual that you try to confine when there is such an 
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1 obvious need in the national community and you do 
2 have access to all this kind of material.

What would be the first manuscript listed there? 
THE CHAIRMAN: Baillargeon,

MR. BANKS: Oh, yes. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Now, I am 
going to ask you a question because I ask it 
from the high plateau of not knowing what it is 
your organization is about. I hope to find out 
if it does relate to the name of the organization. 
The organization, as I understand it, is 
called the Social Science Research Council of 
Canada. You do get money and I want to ask you -- 
and Dr, Jeanneret is really going to explode on 
this one -- what in the name of social science 
in Canada and its betterment has a publication 
called Poland oe the Western Powers 1938-39 
got to do with Canada? The Aberdeen Coalition 
1852-55 got to do with Canada, Politics in the 
Public Interest in the 17th Century got to do 
with Carada or Essays in Mediaeval History

THE CHAIRMAN: But what. have 
they got to do with Canada? 


MR. BANKS: They are the works of

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Canadians. 

THE CHAIRMAN: That is 
fantastic. “You can See that I am having trouble 
with this. 

Now, Dr. Jeanneret, perhaps 
you can convince me that this has something to 
do with Canada. 

DR. JEANNERET: For the 
record I am having no trouble whatsoever, let 
that be emphasized and I cafiat really think 
of anything that Canada would be more proud of than 
that. this sort of research could be done in this 
country and the alternative for it would be for 
it to be published in the United States or 
England or somewhere or not at all, most likely 
not at all, because if the facilities did not 
exist here to publish it there would only he half 
as much done and next year there would only be 
aithirdta smuch “done. "It'can't "be described 
as anything other than social eciences research 
and it is occurring invCanadaY” The *other*countries 
that I have mentioned have their research programs 
of “tremendous «kill -and thi¢ does not bother me, 
Mr. Chairman. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, it bothers 
neypuso here we Bare. 

DR. JEANNERET: Which side are you 
Mr. Camp? 

MR. CAMP: I am on the inside. 


I happened to turn one of the pages in here and I 
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am interested in the point about the open-endedness 


because one is always surprised to see open-ended 


grants) and one is pleased to see open-ended 

grants in this regard but on one of your submissions 
of your Xeroxed material you say: 

‘ The present annual publication 

grant of Canada Council is 

$20 7000.2" 

So, there was at one time limited grants. When 

did it become more expansive? 

MR. BANKS: Well, I might say 
that by ty involvement with the two Research 
Councils since February of 1968 and as far as 
I am aware during this past few years it has been 
our custom to try and make a very rough estimate 
of how much we think we may be committingin 
theinextiyearsctThis isvacratherydifficult thing 
to do because it depends on the number of manuscripts | 
which are going to be submitted and then on 
how successful the manuscripts may be. 

At any rate we have prepared 
annually a submission to Canada Council indicating 
that we suspect because the rate of increase of 
submitted manuscripts are such and such we think 
that very possibly so many manuscripts might be 
submitted next year and so many might be successful 
and, therefore, on the basis ofthat about $22,000 
or $25,000 we think that so much money might be 


necessary.

MR. BANKS: It could be any

MR. CAMP: Let me put the 
question another way: Is there any limitation 
as to who the publisher might be? 
MR. BANKS: No, there is not 
at the present time. This is because the program 
has been aimed at trying to support the author 
and we have not been concerned at all, when 
the manuscript is submitted we are not concerned 
whether the author has a publisher or not and 
even if the manuscript is successful and the 
grant is made, the grant is made to the manuscript 
or to the author, the grant is promised rather, 
to the author and should he have a publisher 
lined up and perhaps change the publisher, that 
does not in any way affect the grant. The 
grant is paid to the. publisher when the volume 
has been published. 
MR. CAMP: The grant goes to 
the publisher? 


MR. BANKS: The grant goes to 
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the publisher but is promised to the author. 

MR. CAMP: Does it go in lieu 
of royalties? 

MR, BANKS: No, it doesn't, 
although it is a matter that has given the members 
of the Council some concern. 

MR. CAMP: It is in additinn to, 
but whether or not the manuscript was published 
the author would receive the grant? 

MRS, WILLIAMS: The author 
doesn't really receive the grant, it is promised 

him with his manuscript and then the publisher 
uses it to actually publish the manuscript. 

MR. CAMP: Now I know how 
the University of Toronto Press breaks even. 

DR. JEANNERET: No, let it 
be very clear for the record -- and I will give 
you the example from the standpoint of one 
scholarly publisher and this works in a parallel 
way for other university presses and other 
scholarly publishers and some commercial publishers 
for that matter, but not in the sense that I 


am going to use as an i Lustracion, 
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The University of Toronto Press 
furnishes $200,000, a budgeted loss, after 
having paid all its costs of operation, inclucing 
buildings, equipment, depreciation and Gries aa ke. 
It is quite possible that within the Last oix 
months the University of Toronto Press will 
have to say -- I am using this as an example 
because I know the situation -- there will be 
only $100,000, which $100,000 of scholarly 
publishing will be terminated, “cut tout, disicontinued. 
Your point about the open-encecness of your 
collateral grants -- they are collateral grants, 
and for every $2000 given by the S.S.R.C. or 
enea. ReC. Por publ lcation-of their workton «the 
average, I would say $5000 is given by the 
originating publisher. Averages are very Cangerous. 
Sometimes it is $3000 and sometimes it is $8000. 
It depends. 

Seethat thére istno such thing 
as breaking even, except in the sense that a 
scholarly publisher, a bona fide scholarly 
publisher, expends its fobalonetiinecemes ine the 
subsidization of works of scholarly researcn 
using t very much the same terms ons Pe lerence 
that the learned council, such as’. the one 
represented by l’r. Banks uses. Thavods. ithe 
way we break even. We break even by losing 
$200,000 a year at the moment. 1 emery 
much concerned -- I am seriously concerned 


about the prospects for the future because the 
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strains and stresses on universities at the 
present time tend to come out indeed to reduce 
this sort of support to scholarly publishing 

by increasing wherever possible the overhead 
charges to such an institution as its press. 
Thus the University of Toronto Press has to 

make on an expost facto basis, that is to 

say retroactively, after a decisinn to move 

the college bookstore into a new area had 

been made on a certain rental basis, it was 
increased $25,000 a year. This icomés directly 
out of the depiiity Oh cthatvipriee of subsidized 
scholarship and if anything went wrong -- a 
great deal is going wrong -- the total publishing 
market in which we are operating is a sub- 
marginal one and that will reduce the ability to 
publish scholarly material correspondingly. 

I am concerned as to whether or not you will 

be able to take up the slack, Mr. Banks. 

MR. BANKS: iL am not sure. oi 
will say this, "*thoughjiythat both the«counciis, 
through what we term a joint publications 
policy committee, is looking at the size of 
the Subsidy which, at the present time is 
$2000 in the one research council and $2500 
in the science research council-- ‘Jooking at 
the size of the subsidy to determine really 
whether it is an effective amount, does it 
make a material difference to the publisher 


or should, in fact, we be talking in figures up

I feel Very strongly about that 
for obvieus reasons, that scholarly publishing 
as a process of producing seminal works from 
which the other books stem, including textbooks, 
and without textbooks it can't be written and with- 
out it novels won't be written and so on, 
is one that should be put in the right context 
of book publishing in this country so that we 
are under no illusions. Enspeaksfromra 
certain bias of a good part of my lifetime, 
but if you have anything to say on that, we 
would welcome it. 

MR. BANKS: I e¢annettsay very. 
much but I will ask Mrs. Williams, who 1 
think has a bit more knowledge and perhaps 
competence to say something, but I would bike 
to make 2 or 3 points nevertheless. When you 


look at the amounts of money which we are granted, 
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1 I mentimed the figures just recently for this 

2 past year, I really wonder how significant this 
3 program is in the overall publication business 
4 in Canada. I would raise that question with 

5 you. My feeling would be that $100,000 a 
6 year is not: really going to make or break the 

7 publishing industry in Canada. I may be too 

8 naive and uninformed about this, but that is 

9 my personal feeling. 

10 DR. JEANNERET: I would like to 
11 find out in response to this question that it is 
12 not the matter of $100,000 making possible 

13 $100,000 worth of book’ publishing. It is a 

14 matter of subsidizing the sub-marginal element 
15 in $100,000 to the extent of $100,000 which 

16 should release several hundred thousand dollars 
17 worth of book publishing, wand, it- lowers the 


threshhold of publishability. It makes possible 
the publication of a great many books that 
otherwise would go unpublishec and the best 
thing to look at is Canadian Books in Print 

and one sees that probably one-quarter of the 
books published in a given year are scholarly 
publications. 

MR. BANKS: Il think thate points 
up and leads into very happily my second point, 
and that is that until Mrs. Williams tooK che 
Council about a year and a half ago to administer 
this program, it was a very small activity,

has prepared and which I gather will be 

available very shortly. We had some troubles 
Wieh publication of it, but it may be of interest 
to you. 

I would like to mention two 
further points which will be looked at by the 
joint committee for publications policy. One 
4s that there “es a certain feeling, 1 gather 
that there are some kinds of research results 
which are not being adequately designed for 
publication. They are perhaps too much for 
a journal article, or toosnall for a book 
or too specialized for a book, and it has been 
suggested the research councils might take 
some initiative in providing some sort of 
outlet, perhaps through funding or some other 
means, to ensure that the preliminary results 
of research can be more widely made available. 

DR. JEANNERET: Trat. Us: 2 
new initiative of the Councils? 

MR. BANKS: Yes: Whether, in 
fact, it will materialize or not, I cannot say 
at the present time. The committee has not 


given too much thought to the matter. I might say, 
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: at recent learned society meetings I talked to 
. one or two publishers about this and their 

? feeling was that this kind of publication, 

if it gov an adequate Gistribution, mignit be 

5 quite economically viable without any subvention 
6 Or financial Ssupporu. However, I think that 
7 depends very much on the kind of volume we 

8 aré talking about. 
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The other point which I just 
wanted to mention is -- and it was also suggested 
that we should try -- in making these subventions 
to the authors or to publishers really, that 
where an author has got a non-Canadian publisher 
we shoulda ensure that he has approached 
Canadian publishers and, in fact, has been turned 
down by Canadian publishers. If Chau: Levene 
case, one can perhaps wonder whether the manuscript 
isany good at all.

I think I am correct, and there were two volumes 
in the series and it had a great deal of wordage 
in it and 1% was writtten pretty much (from 
secondary sources, non-historians. It may well 
be that vyour points are well taken but I don't 
think that you can usefully use this Commission 
Austeto. tick*off tone “book, iso ‘to Speak. ckou 
will have to find another mechanism, but I think 
it is very commendable, what you are doing here, 
writing this article, and you should probably

VR. GIBBONS: Who would publish 
it? 

_DR. JEANNERET: it is not’hard to 
get that published. I can suggest a number 
of newspapers. 

THE CHAIRMAN: In any event, you 
say the Department of Education has refused to 
force the American, publisher to correct these 
errors. How do you know that they have refused? 

MR. GIBBONS: I have written many, 
many letters, I started writing in January, 196° 
about this and now I find more errors as I go 
along but as in September, 1969, all the errors 
I have mentioned here, the major ones I had all

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them on to a person in the Department of Fducetion 


and then, from there, they said "Give ther to 
the publisher" and then the publisher had 
written back and said "We are going to change 
a few things, not all these things" but the 
problem is, they are going tochange them when 
the book is revised, but they are not goings to 
tell me when the book is going to be revised. 
They may make reprints and not revise it, so 
it is just as good as not being done, because, 
here is the Department of Education still 
authorizing the book which will be resubmitted 
and sold and the Department of Education, if 
they do authorize the book, if they do realize 
there 1s an error in it, they should sée that 
LU, LS -COPrecLegeri gant away.
